A*? RGE impreſſion of this work having been 
already diſperſed, under the recommendation of 


a very reſpectable Name, the preſent edition needed 
not to have ſought for other patronage or protection : 
But the object of the following compilation being to 
facilitate a due adminiſtration of the laws, it ſeems to 
ſolicit, with peculiar propriety, the favour of that 


honourable SocitTy, to which it is inſcribed ; the 
Members of which are ſeen ſtanding forth in a cauſe, 
which demands the utmoſt vigilance which they can 
employ ; the utmoſt activity which they can exert ; 
and the beſt information which they can obtain. 


Their endeavours, it is hoped, will be crowned with 
ſuch ſucceſs, as will prove highly ſatisfactory to the 
ROYAL PERSON AGE, whoſe good intentions they are 
labouring to accompliſh ; and eminently conducive to 
the general welfare. 


The leading character of the SociEr v is—to aſſiſt 
the Magiſtrate in his duty ; and the following pages,

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it is apprehended, will point out, in the readieft 
manner, HOW that aſſiſtance may be moſt effectu- 
ally applied. 


As the Editor has never heard that any of his 
Brother-Magiſtrates, who have truſted to its direc- 
tion, have been miſled in any material inſtance by 
miſ-quotations, or omiſſions, in the former edition 
of this work, he hopes they will have ſtill leſs to fear 
from the preſent publication; which is more full 
and correct than the former, and includes the ſtatutes 
of the lateſt date, even to the preſent day. 


The retirement of the late Chief Juſtice of the 
King's-Bench from the office which he filled with 
ſuch diſtinguiſhed honour to himſelf, and with ſuch 
benefit to his country, does not render the Magiſ- 
trate's ſituation at all more precarious than heretofore. 
The candour, liberality, and benevolence of his fuc- 
ceſſor, will afford to every well- deſigning Juſtice of 
the Peace all the protection he can reaſonably deſire 
while in every caſe, in which the mala mens is diſ- 
covered, it will be reprobated with all authority, and 


meet with the treatment which it deſerves. 


It is with great ſatisfaction, that the Editor looks 
forward to an event, which (in conſequence of a re- 


ſolution lately adopted by the Socixr v) is about to 
| add 
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add many truly honourable names to the number of 
acting Magiſtrates within theſe great cities of Lon- 
don and Weſtminſter, and their environs; where 
the ſervices of the moſt pure, diſintereſted, and ac- 
tive Magiſtrates in the kingdom are wanted, almoſt 
every hour: If ſuch of the Members of this reſpec- 
table Society, in particular, as now reſolve to take 
upon them this office, ſhall derive the ſmalleſt aſſiſtance 
from the following work, the Editor will have reaſon 
to rejoice, that he has found time, amongſt other 
important engagements, to accompliſh it at any rate. 
And he will eſteem himſelf very highly indebted 
to any of thoſe numerous Magiſtrates, who are bet- 
ter informed, and have had more experience than 
himſelf, if they will candidly point out any material 
errors, the correction whereof may render this book 
more perfect, and of more general utility to his bre- 
thren in the commiſſion of the peace. 
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HE high eſtimatiem in which Dr. Burn's Mort, 
entitled, The Juſtice of the Peace and Pariſh 


Officer, has long been deſervedly holden, encourages the 
Editor of the following ſheets to hope, that another flruc- 
ture raiſed, with a ſimilar deſign, on ſo ſolid a foun- 
dation, though to a much leſs elevated height, will not be 
deemed unworthy of the public notice. It claims very 
little merit, but what is derived from a new arrange- 
ment of that uſeful information, for which this country is 
ſo much indebted to the labours of the eminent Compiler 
already mentioned. 


Its merit, if it has any, chiefly conſiſts in pointing 
out more immediately to the eye of the Magiſtrate, wha 
may be ſuppoſed to have many other engagements on his 
hands, that line of conduct, which, in almoſt every 
emergency, it is his duty to purſue. The authorities, as 
well from the common, as the flatute law, are indeed 
b leſs 
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leſs numerous than in many other books of this kind ; yet 
it is hoped, that they are ſufficiently copious for direction 
haw to proceed in every ordinary caſe, which may occur. 
The flatutes, as to every thing material, are faithfully 
recited : and though fame technical expreſſions, not cf the 
efſence of the law, may, for brevity's ſake, be omitted, 
the Editor flatters himſelf, that what remains will be 
abundantly ſufficient to guard the perſon who conſults 
them from any error in his deciſan. Adjudged caſes, 
fer the confirmation of his judgment, may be found at 
large in many very judicious collections of this ſart.— 
The work of Lord Dudley and Ward, and T. Cun- - 
ningham, %; entitled, The Law of a Juſtice of 
Peace and Pariſh Officer, c. is a moſt valuable col- 
leftion of information on this ſuljecm. And the Magiſ- 
trate will find it prudent to have ſuch uſeful books of 
reference as that compilation, and alſo Dr. Burn's Juſ- 
tice of the Peace, akvays at his hand. But with all 
theſe at his command, he nevertheleſs flands in need of 
ſome more obvious direction, when he is wiſhing to diſ- 
patch the buſineſs which preſents itſelf, with expedition, 
ſafety, and ſatisfaftion to himſelf and others, 


It is well known, that ſeveral compilations of a ſimi- 
lar nature with this have been heretofore offered to the 
public, under a great variety of titles and deſcriptions : 
and there is no doubt, that the Magiſtrate has de- 


rived 


a! 


rived no inconſiderable advantage from the lights com- 
municated to him by ſuch publications: and-—valeant 
quantum valere poſſint—is our ſincere defire : we by 
no means wiſh to raiſe the reputation of the following 
work, by depreciating the merits of any other. The 
reader is left at full liberty (and this liberty he certainly 
would take, whether we indulged him with it on not ) 
to call to his aſſiſiance thoſe productions, which he thinks 
moſt likely to direct, ſecure, and ſatisfy him in the dis- 
charge of his duty. | 


In the mean time, when a matter of doubt and dif- 
ficulty is before him (and ſuch he muſt expect will ſame- 
times occur) he will be happy to avail himſelf of that 
liberal ſentiment of One of the moſt illuſtrious ornaments 
of this or any other nation: Where the Magiſtrate 
appears to have been miſguided by an erroneous judgment, 
without any purpoſe of doing ill, GOD forbid, (ſays this 
venerable Perſanage*) that the courts of law ſhould not 
give him credit for the purity of his intention ; and put 
the moſt favourable conſtruction on his conduct, that the 
caſe can poſſibly admit of.” 


This is, in ſubſtance, the declaration, which, coming 
from ſuch reſpectable authority, has doubtleſs encouraged 
many to engage in the uſeful employment of a Juſtice of 
the Peace, who would otherwiſe have been very cautious 
The late Lord Chief Juſtice of the King's Bench. 
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of expoſing themſelves to the diſagreeable conſequences of 
a faux pas in interpreting the laws. The indulgence 


here given, emboldens thoſe, who are diſpoſed to act, 
under the directions of an honeft intention, and a plain 
underſtanding, freely to exerciſe their beſt judgment; 
no longer apprehenſiue, that the want of form, or the 
omiſſion of ſome legal punctilia, may bring them within 
the reach of the cenſures of a ſuperior court. 


It is not however inſinuated, that indifference or wil- 
ſul negligence is at any rate excuſeable in interpreting 
or enforcing a plain and poſitive flatute: on the con- 
trary, frequent occaſions will offer themſelves, wherein 
it is impoſſible ta be tos minutely preciſe 3 becauſe in ſuch 
caſes, every advantage will aſſuredly be taken of any want 
of accuracy, or of the ſmalleſt inattention to the letter 
of the law. As a prof of this, and to convince the 
Magiſtrate of the neceſſity of extreme carefulneſs in 
his duty, it may not be amiſs to obſerve, that Dr. Burn 
enumerates not leſs than twenty inſtances, in whith an 


Order of Removal has been, or is liable to be, quaſhed, 


on account of ſome apparently inſignificant error in ths 


mere matter of form. All, therefore, which is intended 


by the encouragement holden forth, as above, is to re- 


nove from the mind of a" well-meaning, but timorous 
Magiſtrate, the apprehenſion of ſomething more, per- 
haps, 
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haps, than cenſure, for an involuntary error in his 
conduct : but no licence is hereby given him to trifle with 
the obvious directions of a ſtatute, or to adopt a latitude 
of interpretation, which is neither ſafe nor warrantable. 


It was certainly an inſtance of equal candour and 
wiſdom to encourage, as much as poſſible, thoſe per- 
ſons to flep forward, who, though their rank and 
ſituation in life as well as their liberal education 
marked them as moſt proper for this office, had yet 
been found too generally averſe from engaging in it. 
We will not allow ourſelves to impute this backward- 
neſs to a mere love of diſſipation, or a mere diſlike 
to buſineſs. Me are willing to think, that there 
are very few individuals of the above deſcription, 
in point of rank, fortune, and education, who would - 
not feel great ſatisfaftion in finding themſelves fa 

materially ſerviceable to their country, in the diſ- 


charge of an office ſo important to the ſuppreſſion of 
vice, and to the advancement and ſecurity of the pub- 


lic welfare : we have ſeen them cheerfully foregoing 
the comforts of domeſtic life, and readily withdrawing 
their attention from their private concerns, in order 
to devote their time, and ſome, even their health and 
fortune, to the neceſſary duties of a military life : 
Whence is it then that ſo few have been found egually 
ready to dedicate ſome portion of their leiſure-hours to 
the

the preſervation of public peace, and to the maintenance 
of good order and decency among their neighbours ? 
It could only have ariſen from the apprehenſion of 
0 ſome more than ordinary obſtacles and impediments b 
ö They muſt ſurely have been deterred by the conſide- 
ration, that, in order to attain to a competent know- 
ledge of the duties of a magiſtrate, a tedious, thorny 
| : path was to be purſued; where no ſmall ſhare of 
It | difficulties would meet them by the way ; and after all 
| 4 their labour, no inconſiderable danger of miſcarrying 


would be incurred, even under the beſt information, 
which, till of late years, they were able ta procure. 


It has been our happier lot, to find theſe objec- 
| tions in a great meaſure removed: Me have ſeen, 
| what light has been thrown on the ſtudy of the mu- 
nicipal and ſtatute laws, by the ingenious, elegant, and 
0 learned commentaries of that accompliſhed writer, 


SIR WILLIAM BLACKSTONE: And we have good 
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reaſon to hope, that the chair of magiſtracy will in 
Future more eaſily be filled by perſons of conſequence 
and reſpectability, well qualified for this uſeful depart- 
ment in ſociety; when we reflect, that the ſtudy of 
the common law makes at this time a very conſide- 
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rable part of academical education. 
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But if no ſuch advantages as theſe ſubſited, the 


excellent wort of Dr. Box would alone be ſufficient 
| to 
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to remove the principal diſcouragements, which for- 
merly deterred ſuch, as were not inured to the habits of 
cleſe enquiry, and toilſome reſearches. Since that work 
has been ſo univerſally received, and ſo juſtly admired 
and approved, the Juſtice of the Peace has ſeldom been 
at a leſs for neceſſary information in almoſt every 
poſſible caſe: And perhaps the only apology which can 
be offered fer hazarding the fellowing attempt, when 
a work, fo deſervedly eſteemed, is in almoſt every hand, 
is this: That the four volumes of Dr. Bux, 
(though no Magiſtrate ought to be without them, as 
books of reference) comprize much more, than it is 
neceſſary for a Juſtice of the Peace to inveſtigate, in 
the ordinary duties of his office: From theſe, un- 
doubtedly, much ſatisfactory information may be derived 
en ſubjetts of no inconſiderable importance, though not 
immediately connected with the duties of a magiſtrate. 


If the following work fhall be found in any degree 
to facilitate the adminiſtration of juſtice, by more ob- 
viouſly exhibiting all that is written in the law on 
every common ſubjeft, the Editor flatters himſelf, be 
ſhall have rendered no inconſiderable ſervice to his 
brethren in the commiſſion; and will think his la- 
bours amply recompenſed by their favourable acceptance 
of bis beſt endeavours.

but not capital, ſuch as petty larceny, treſpaſs, &c. there are 
no acceſſaries.— But as to felonies by act of parliament, thoſe 
that counſel or command the offence, are acceflaries before ; 
and thoſe that knowingly receive the offender, are acceſſaries 
after. | | 
The buyer or receiver of ſtolen lead, iron, copper, braſs, 29 C. 2. c. 
bell-metal, or ſolder, knowing them to be ſtolen, may be 
convicted, although the principal hath not been convicted; 
and ſhall be tranſported for fourteen years. | 
Every perſon, who ſhall buy or receive any ſtolen jewel or 10 C. 3. «. 48. 
jewels, or any ſtolen gold or filver plate, watch or watches, 
knowing the ſame to have been ſtolen, accompanied with a

N affray is @ public offence to the terror of the king's fub- 
jets; fo called, becauſe it affrighteth and maketh men 
afraid, | 

From whence it ſeems clearly to follow, that there may be 
an aſſault, which will not amount to an ay. 

Any one who ſees others fighting, may lawfully part them, x Hare. 135. 
and alſo ſtay them till the heat be over, and then deliver them 
to the conſtable to be carried before a juſtice, to find ſureties 
for the peace. 

A conſtable is bound at his peril to uſe his beſt endeavours 1 Bare. 137. 
i part an affray; and to demand the aſſiſtance of others, 
wich if they refuſe to give him, they are puniſhable with 
fine and impriſonment.—And he may either carry the offen- 
der before a. juſtice, to find ſureties for the peace, or he may 
impriſon him of his own authority for a reaſonable time, till

Ale, Beer, and other Exciſcable 
Liquors.

Two juſtices (1 2,) may enquire of innholders, and of all 
and fingular other perſons,- who ſhall offend in the abuſe cf 
weights and meaſures, or in the ſale of victuals. 

Every perſon lawfully convicted of ſelling ale or beer, or 
other exciſcable liquors, by retail, without licence (except 
in *fairs, and except retailers of ſpirituous liquors without 
licence, for whom other penalties are provided by law) ſhall 
forfeit for the firſt offence 40s. and alſo the coſts and expences 
of conviction; if not paid within 14 days after conviction, 
the offender to be impriſoned for one month, unleſs he ſhall 
ſooner pay the penalty, and the coſts; for the ſecond offence 
41. and alſo the coſts and expences of conviction; if not paid 
within one week, to be impriſoned two months, unleſs he 
ſhall ſooner pay the penalty, and the coſts; for the third of- 
fence 61. and alſo the coſts and expences of conviction ; if not 
paid within three days, to be impriſoned for three months, 
unleſs he ſhall ſooner pay the penalty, and the coſts; and the 
like penalty for every other offence after the third, as for the 
third offence. All which coſts and expences ſhall be aſcer-

aid how ſuch perſon pays the duties; and if it ſhall appear, that 

and ſuch perſon is ſurveyed as a victualler or retailer, and is charged 
with the ſame duties that victuallers and retailers are charged 

ma. with, he ſhall be deemed an alchouſe-keeper, victualler, re- 
tailer, or ſeller thereof, as if the ſame had been proved by two 
witneſſes. 


Any witneſs neglecting or refuſing to appear upon ſummons 
at the time and place appointed, without a reaſonable excuſe to 
be allowed by ſuch juſtice, or appearing and refuſing to be ex- 

ll amined on oath aud give evidence, ſhall forfeit 205. 

And if any perſon ſhall think himſelf aggrieved by the con- 
viction of ſuch juſtice, he may appeal to the next quarter ſeſ- 
ſions; unleſs they are held within fix days; in which caſe, he 
may appeal to the following ſeſſions, after giving ſecurity to 
the ſatisfaQion of the juſtice, for the payment of the penalty, 
colts, and expences of ſuch conviction. 

If any perſon ſhall ſell or deliver any beer or ale, toany per- 
ſon that thall then fell beer or ale as a common tipler or ale- 
houſekeeper, (except it be for the uſe of his houſhold only) 
the ſame perſon not having licence to ſell ale or beer; he ſhall 
forfeit for every barrel 6s. 8d. and fo proportionably for other 
quantities; half to the poor, and halt to him that ſhall ſue in 
ſeſſions, by action of debt, information, indictment, or pre- 
ſentment. 

No licence ſhall be granted to any perſon to keep a common

ſigned, ſtamped, or marked, either from the exchequer, or 
from ſome city, town-corporate, borough, or market-town, 
where a ſtandard ale-quart or pint, made from the ſaid ſtandard 
ſhall be kept for that purpoſe; on pain of forfeiting not above 
408. nor under 10s. for every offence; half to the poor, and 
half to him that ſhall proſecute or ſue for the ſame; to be re- 
covered before one juſtice, by the oath of one witneſs, and to 
be levied by warrant of diſtreſs.

denture of covenant bound him or herſelf. 

By 8 An. c. 9. a duty of 6d. in the pound, where the ap- 
prentice's fee is from 11. to 5ol.—where it is gol. and up- 
wards, 1s. for every pound 1s to be paid, by 15 maſter or 
miſtreſs of every apprentice, clerk, or ſervant, bound by in- 
dentures. The indentures within the bills of mortality are to 
be brought to the ſtamp- office within one month; if executed 
in the country, to the agents of the ſtamp- office within two 
months, and the duty paid, under a penalty of gol. and mak- 
ing void the indentures, ? An. c. 21. The ſtamp on the in- 
denture is 128.—Each indenture muſt be on a 6s. ſtamp; ex- 
cept pariſh apprentices, for whom a 6d. ſtamp on each inden- 
ture is ſufficient, and no duty on the ſum given.

A delivery to the carrier's ſervant is a delivery to the carrier; 
and if goods are delivered to a carrier's porter, and loſt, an 
action will lie againſt the carrier. 

By the cuſtom and uſage of ſtage-coaches, every paſſenger 
uſes to pay for the carriage of goods above ſuch a weight; and 
in ſuch caſe, the coachman ſhall be charged for the loſs of 
goods beyond ſuch weight.

CERTIORARI is an original writ, iſſuing out of the 

court of chancery, or the king's bench, directed in the 
king's name to the judges or officers of inferior courts, com- 
manding them to certify, or to return the records of a cauſe de- 
pending before them, to the end the party may have the more 
ſure and ſpeedy juſtice, before the king or ſuch juſtices as he 
hall afign to determine the cauſe, 

The juſtices of the peace may deliver or fend into the king's 
bench, indictments found before them, or recognizances of the 
peace taken before them, or force recorded by them, without 
any certiorari. 

A certiorari lies in all judicial proceedings, in which a writ 
f error does not lie; and it is a conſequence of all inferior ju- 
riſdictions erected by act of parliament to have their proceed- 
ings returnable in the king's bench. 

And therefore a certiorari lies to juſtices of the peace, even 
in ſuch caſes which they are impowered by ſtatute finally to 
hear and determine. | 

If a certiorari for the removal of an indictment before juſ- 
ices of the peace be not delivered, before the jury be ſworn for 

te trial of it, the juſtices may proceed. , 

No certiorari ſhall be granted, to remove any conviction, 
udgment, &c. unleſs it is applied for in ſix calendar months, 
nd fix days notice are given to the juſtices, to ſhew cauie, if 
hey think fit, againſt iſluing the cer“ierari. | 

If a ſup2y/edeas come out of a ſuperior court, to the juſtices,

Every return of a certiorari ought to be under ſeal.— And

Coroner. 


ORONERS are ancient officers by the common law, ſo 
called becauſe they deal principally with the pleas of the 
crown, and were of old time the principal conſervators of the 
eace. 
, In ancient times this office was of great eſtimation ; for 
none could have it under the degree of a knight. 

The coroner ſhall be choſen in the county court, by th: 
commons of the ſame county. 

And none but freeholders have a voice at ſuch election. 

When any perſon comes to an unnatural death, the town- 
ſhip ſhall give notice thereof to the coroner. Otherwiſe if 
the body be interred before he come, the townſhip ſhall be 
amerced. 

When notice is given to the coroner, he is to iſſue a precep! 
to the conſtables of the four, five, or ſix next townſhips, to 
return a competent number of, good and lawful men of their 
townſhips, to appear before him in ſuch a place, and to maxe 
an inquiſition touching the matter. Or he may ſend his pte. 
cept to the conſtable of the hundred, 

' 'Theſe are to be at leaſt twelve. 

The jury appearing is to be ſworn and charged by the coro- 
ner to enquire, upon the view of the body, how the party 
came by his death. 

If the body cannot be viewed, the coroner can do nothing; 
but the juſtices of the peace ſhall enquire thereof. 

For every inquiſition (not taken upon view of a body dying 
in gaol) he ſhall have 208. and alſo gd. for every mile he ſha!!

The party grieved, if he will loſe the benefit of his treble da- 
mages and coſts, may be aided and have the aſſiſtance of the 
juſtices at the general ſeſſions, by way of indictment on the 
ſtatute of 8 H. 6. 

In the caption of which indictment, it will be ſufficient to 1 Haw. 147, 
lay, juſlices affigned to keep the peace of our lord the king, with- 
out ſhewing that they have authority to hear and determine fe- 
lonies and treſpaſſes; for the ſtatute enables all juſtices of the 
peace, as ſuch, to take ſuch indictment and the tenement 
in which the force was made, muſt be deſcribed with con- 
venient certainty; and muſt ſet forth that the defendant 
actually entered; and ouſted the party grieved; and con- 
unueth his poſſeſſion at the time of finding the indictment.

THE county gaol is the priſon for malefactors; but pri- 
pners for debt, where eſcape lies againſt the ſheriff for their 
ſcaping, may be kept in what place the ſheriff pleaſes. 

But on emergent occaſions, as in caſe of infectious diſeaſes, 
e ſheriff or gaoler, with the advice and conſent of three or 
ore juſtices (1 Q.) may, if they ſhall find it needful, pro- 
ide other ſafe places (with the owner's conſent) for the re- 
oval of fick or other perſons out of the uſual gaols.

Penalty of hindering the Execution. 


IF any perſon ſhall reſiſt or make forcible oppoſition again! 
any perſon employed in the execution of this act; or make 
any reſcue of the goods diſtrained ; or if any conſtable ſhall 
refuſe or negle& to execute or obey any warrant of a juflice, 
he ſhall, on conviction before one juſtice, forfeit not exceeding 
101. nor leſs than 408. to be paid to the ſurveyor, for the te- 
pair of the highways : if not forthwith paid, or ſecured to be 
paid upon conviction, the juſtice ſhall commit him to the com.

Surveyor's Account. 


THE ſurveyor ſhall produce the book and the aſſeſſments 
made in that year, to the inhabitants, at a veſtry or other 
public meeting to be held for that purpoſe, within 15 days 
before the ſpecial ſeſſions to be holden in the week next after 
Michaelmas q uarter- ſeſſions; to the intent that the ſaid ac- 
counts, aſſeſſments, and liſts, may be inſpeted by the ſaid 
inhabitants. And after the ſaid book and aſſeſſments ſhall 
have been produced at ſuch meeting, he ſhall take the ſame to 
a juſtice, on ſuch day and at ſuch hour as ſhall be agreed upon 
at ſuch meeting before ſuch laſt mentioned, ſpecial ſeſſions; 
and then and Gere verify ſuch account, or any part thereof, 
upon oath, if required. And ſuch juſtice may allow ſuch ac- 
count, if he nds it juſt, or poſtpone it until ſuch ſpecial

Manſlaughter. 


BY manſlaughter is to be underſtood ſuch killing of a man 1 ie. 56. 
happens either on a ſudden _ or 1n the commiſſion of 
pn unlawful act, without any deliberate intention ofdoing any 
niſchief at all. 
There is this difference between murder and manſlaughter ; 3 J. 5;. 
1. that murder is upon malice forethought, and manſlaughter 
pon a ſudden occaſion. 
This offence is not bailable by the juſtices of the peace. 3 Ed. 1 & 16. 
Murder is, when a man of ſound memory, and of the age of 
icretion, unlawfully killeth any perſon under the king's 
peace, with malice forethought, either expreſſed by the party, 
r implied by law; ſoas the party wounded or hurt, die of the 
ound or hurt, within a year and a day. 
The law ſo far abhors all dyelling in cold blood, that not , e. 82, 
nly the principal who actually kills the other, but alſo his 
conds, are guilty of murder, whether they fought or not. 
Ind it is holden, that the ſeconds of the party {lain are like- 
lleguilty as acceſlaries. | 
They that are preſent when any man is ſlain, and do not 3 7-7. 53. 
eir beſt endeavour to apprehend the murderer or manſlayer, : 
jall de fined and impritoned.

Buying of ſtolen Horſes. 


EVERY perſon offending againſt this ſtatute, ſhall forfeit

MaAN's home or habitation 1s ſo far protected by the 

law, that if any perſon attempts to break open a houſ: 
in the night-time, and ſhall be killed in ſuch attempt, the 
ſlayer ſhall be acquitted and diſcharged. 

In the caſe of burglary, which is breaking and entering: 
dwelling-houſe in the night-time with intent to commit fe. 
lony, it is a capital offence, although no felony be auall 
committed. And where the offence falls ſhort of burglary, i 
is by ſeveral particular ſtatutes made felony without benefit gf 
clergy, to rob any dwelling-houſe in the day-time, any per. 
ſon being therein ; or ſtealing in the day-time to the value 
$55. in any dwelling-houſe or out-houſe thereunto belonging, 
although no perſon be therein; or ſealing to the value of 40. 
in any dwelling-houle or out-houſe, 1 the ſame be not 
broken open ; or breaking a houſe in the day-time, any per. 
ſon being therein and put in fear, although nothing be flolen; 
or privately ſtealing any goods to the value of 58. in any ſhop, 
warehouſe, or ſtable, although it be not broken open, nx 
any perſon be therein. And a reward of ol. is given to any 
perſon who ſhall apprehend, and proſecute to conviction, ny 
perſon guilty of the felonious breaking and entering c 2 
dwelling-houſe either by day or night.

Y the 7 J. c. 4. it was enacted, that before Michaelna 
1611, there ſhould be built or provided within every 
county, one or more fit and convenient houſes of correction; 
which houſes were to be purchaſed, conveyed, or aſſured unto 
ſuch perſons, as by the jultices in ſeſſions ſhould be diretted, 
upon truſt, that the ſame ſhould be employed for the keeping, 
correcting, and ſetting to work, rogues, vagabonds, or flute 
beggars, and other idle and diſorderly perſons. g 
On preſentment of the grand jury, 1 there is no houſeci 
correction, and that it will be neceſſary to provide one or more; & 
that the houſes of correction already provided are not fufacient 
or convenient, or want to be enlarged, the juſtices in ſeſfn 
ſhall have power to build, or enlarge, one or more fit houſe 
of correction, or to buy or hire ſuch houſes for that purpor, 
with convenient outlets thereto adjoining, as on examination 
of able and ſuflicient workmen, or others, ſhall appear to- 
neceſlary for that purpoſe : and if houſes or lands are to be 
purchaſed, they ſhall be conveyed to ſuch perſons as _—_

jullices in ſeſſions ſhall direct, in truſt, and for the uſes and 
purpoſes aforeſaid. And the juſtices in ſeſſions ſhall appoint, 
at their will and pleaſure, fit perſons to be goyernors or maſ- 
ters of ſuch houſes ſo to be provided; and thall appoint ſuch 
ſums yearly as they ſhall think meet, to be paid quarterly be- 
fore-hand by the treaſurer, the ſaid maſter or governor giving 
{uficient ſecurity for the continuance and performance of the

county-rate. 

And the juſtices in ſeſſions ſhall take care that the houſes of 
correction (except thoſe erected or maintained by particular 
founders) ſhall be duly fitted up, and ſupplied with imple. 
ments, materials, and furniture, for keeping, relieving, em- 
ploying, and correcting all idle and diſorderly perſons, rogues, 
vagabonds, incorrigible rogues, and others, who ſhall be ſent 
to, confined, or continued in the ſame; and ſhall make ſuch 
orders and regulations as they ſhall think fit, for the better 
governing and regulating the ſaid houſes, and for employing, 
relizving, and puniſhing the perſons therein, or for ſending 
them to or from thence ; which orders ſhall not be removed by 
any certiorari. 

And whereas doubts may ariſe, where authority is given to 
any juſtice or juſtices, to commit offenders to the houſe of 
correction, for offences cognizable before them out of ſeſſions, 
how long offenders may be there detained, and in what man- 
ner treated, where the time and manner of their puniſhment 
is not by law expreſsly limited; it is enacted, that where any 
offenders ſhall be committed as aforeſaid, by virtue of any law 
in being or to be made, and the time and manner of their pu- 
niſhment is not expreſsly limited, the ſaid juſtice or juſtices 
mall commit ſuch offenders to the houſe of correction, there 
to be kept to hard labour until the next general or quarter- 
ſeſſions, or until diſcharged by due courſe of law: and two 
juſtices (of which the juſtice who committed him ſhall be one) 
may diſcharge the ſaid offender before the ſeſſions, if they ſee 
cauſe; and if he ſhall not be ſo diſcharged, the ſaid ſeſſions 
may either diſcharge him, or continue him further, not ex- 
ceeding three months.

All offences againſt any penal flatute, for which any con. 
mon informer may ground a popular action, bill, plaint, fu; 
or information, before the judges of aſſize, or juſtices of ti: 
peace in their general or quarter- ſeſſions (having power: 
hear and determine the ſame) ſhall be proſecuted in the count; 
where they were committed, and not elſewhere; and if the 
offence is not proved to have been committed in the (an: 
county, the defendant ſhall be found not guilty, 

No informer ſhall compound or agree with the deſendar;, 
batAfrer anſwer made in court; nor after anſwer, but by ti; 
order or conſent of the court; on pain of being ſet on the pi. 
lory, in ſome market town next adjoining, in open matte, 
for two hours, and of being diſabled to be informer on 2n 
penal ſtatute, and alſo of forteiting 10l. half to the king, and 
half to the party grieved, to be recovered 1n any court of re 
cord, by action of debt or information.

The general duty of the conſervators of the peace by dt 
common law, is to employ their own, and to command tht 
help of others, to arreſt and pacify all ſuch who in their pr:

vators of the peace have committed or bound over any offen 
ers, they are then to ſend to, or be preſent at, the nexti*

If a juſtice exceed his authority, in granting a warrant, Je 
the officer muſt execute it, and is indemnified for ſo doing - 
but if it be a caſe wherein he hath no juriſdiftion, or u! 20 
matter whereof he hath no cognizance, the officer ought 7

to execute ſuch warrant; ſo that the officer is bound to take 
notice of the authority and juriſdiftion of the juſtice.

Larceny. 


OMES from latrocinium, latrociny : and by contraction, 
or rather abuſe, larceny. 

Grand larceny is a felonious and fraudulent taking, and 
carrying away, by any perſon, of the mere perſonal goods of 
another, above the value of 12d. 

A juſtice of the peace, before whom an offender ſhall be 
brought for petty larceny out of ſeſſions, may not puniſh the 
ſaid offender by his diſcretion, and ſo let him go; but mui 
have him committed or bailed, to the intent he may come to 
his trial, as in caſes of other felonies : and if upon his trial, 
the jury ſhall find the goods ſtolen to exceed 12d. in value, the 
offender ſhall have judgment to die for the fault. 

All petty larceny is felony, and conſequently requires the 
word feloniouſly in an indictment for it; yet it is certain, that 
it is not puniſhable with the loſs of life or lands, but only with 
the forfeiture of goods, and whipping, tranſportation, or 
other corporal puniſhment. 

If the goods are taken from a man's perſon, and if it is 2. 
tended with putting him in fear, it is called robbery; if iti 
without putting him in fear, then it is called barely larceny 
from the perſon. |

If the officers do not give notice of ſubſiſtence-money, and 
Paying quarters, on complaint thereof by two witneſſes at the 
ext quarter- ſeſſions, the paymaſter ſhall ſatisfy them out of 
the arrears due to ſuch —— upon penalty that ſuch pay- 
maſter or perſon ſhall forfeit their reſpective place or places of

No perſon ſhall be liable to be tried or puniſhed for any of.

ſhall appear to have been committed more than three years be. 
fore the iſſuing of the commiſſion or warrant for ſuch trial; 
except only for the offence of deſertion. 

No volunteer as a marine ſhall be liable to proceſs, unleſ 
for ſome criminal matter, or except for a real debt of the val 
of 20l. of which an oath muſt be made before a judge, and:

HEN a pardon is pleaded by any one for felony, tbe 

juſtices may, at their diſcretion, remand him to pri

Parliament. 


HE oath of qualification for a ſeat in parliament, by 

eſtate, may be adminiſtered upon mi requeſt 
made by the returning officer or two jultices ; who ſhall in Go 
months certify the ſame into the chancery or king's bench. — 
But this is not to extend to the eldeſt ſon of a peer, or of any 
perſon qualified to ſerve as knight of a ſhire, nor to the mem- 
bers for either of the two univerſities. 

No perſon ſhall be admitted to vote under the age of 21 

years. 
Every elector of a knight of the ſhire ſhall have land or 
tenement to the value of 40s. by the year at leaſt above re. 
prizes.— And by the 10 H. 6. c. 2. the ſaid 408. a year ſhall 
de freehold. 

No perſon ſhall vote for a knight of the ſhire, without 
having a freehold eſtate in the county, of the clear yearly value 
of 405, over and above all rents and charges payable out of the 
lame, on penalty of 4ol. 

No — ox ſhall vote for a knight of the ſhire, without 
having been in the actual poſſeſſion of the eſtate for which he 
rotes, or in the receipt of the rents or profits thereof for his own 
uſe, above 12 calendar months; unleſs the fame came to him 
by deſcent, marriage, marriage- ſettlement, deviſe, or promo- 
tion to a benefice or office. 

The commiſſioners of the land tax ſhall cauſe to be delivered 
to each aſſeſſor, a printed form of an aſſeſſment, who ſhall 
make three duplicates of ſuch aſſeſſments, and ſhall (at leaft 
14days before delivering the aſſeſſment to the commiſſioners) 
cauſe one of the ſaid duplicates, or a fair copy thereof, to be 
tuck up upon the door of the church or chapel.

THE churchwardens and overſeers of the poor of every =, 
riſh, or the greater part of them, ſhall raiſe weekly or o e 


wiſe (by taxation of every inhabitant, parſon, vicar, and obe, 
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and of every occupier of lands, houſes, tithes impropriate, 
propriations of tithes, coal mines, or ſaleable underwoods in 
the ſaid pariſh) a convenient ſtock of flax, hemp, wool, 
thread, iron, and other ware and ſtuff, to ſet the poor to 
work ; and alſo competent ſams for the neceſſary relief of the 
lame, impotent, old, blind, and ſuch other among them be- 
ing poor as are not able to work, and alſo for the putting our 

r children apprentices. 

Where there ſhall be any diſpute in what pariſh or place 
improved waſtes, and drained and improved marſh lands lie, 
and ought to be rated ; the occupiers of ſuch lands, or houſes 
built thereon, tithes ariſing therefrom, mines therein, and 
ſaleable underwoods, ſhall be rated to the relief of the poor, 
and to all other pariſh rates, within ſuch pariſh and place 
which lies neareſt to ſuch lands; and if on application to the 
oficers of ſuch pariſh or place to have the ſame aſſeſſed, any 
diſpute ſhall ariſe, the juſtices at the next ſeſſions after ſuch 
application made, and after notice given to the officersof the 
ſeveral pariſhes and places adjoining to ſuch lands, and to all 
others intereſted therein, may hear and determine the ſame 
on the appeal of any perſon intereſted, and may cauſe the

HEN three perſons or more ſhall aſſemble themſelves 
together, with an intent mutually to aſſiſt one another, 
2gainſt any who ſhall oppoſe them, in the execution of ſome 
enterprize of a private nature, with force or violence, againſt 
the peace, or to the manifeſt terror of the people, whether the 
at intended were of itſelf Iawful or unlawful; if they only 
meet to ſuch a purpoſe or intent, although they ſhall after de- 
part of their own accord, without doing any thing, this is an 
unlawful aſſembly : if after the firſt meeting they ſhall move 
forward towards the execution of any ſuch act, whether they 
pur their intended purpoſes in execution or not; this, accor- 
ding to the general opinion, is a rout:—And if they execute 
ſuch a thing in deed, then it is a riot. 

The juſtices of the peace (or, as it hath been reſolved, one 
juſtice) ſhall have power to reſtrain rioters, and to arreſt and 
chaſtiſe them according to their offence; and rauſe them to be 
impriſoned and duly puniſhed, according to the law and cuſ- 
tom of the realm, and according to that which to them ſhall 
lem beſt to do, by their diſcretion and good adviſement. 

But if the rioters are above the number of twelve, the offence 
i preatly enhanced, and the power of one juſtice very much 
enlarged, by the act commonly called the riot act, which is 
required to be read at every quarter- ſeſſions and leet.

If any rioters (although under the number of twelve, and 
whether any proclamation be made or not) ſhall unlawfully and 
with force demoliſh or pull down, or _ to demoliſh or pull 
down, any church or chapel, or any building for religious 
worſhip, certified and 2 according to the act of tole: 
ration, or any dwelling-houſe, barn, ſtable, or other out. 
houſe, they ſhall be — of felony without benefit of clergy: 
and the hundred, city, or town, ſhall anſwer the damage; 
thereof, as in caſes of robbery. 

If any riot, aſſembly, or rout of people, againſt the law, be 
made, the juſtices, three, or two of them at the leaſt, and the 
ſheriff, or under ſheriff, ſhall come with the power of the 
county, if need be. 

And the king's liege people being ſufficient to travel, ſhall 
be aſſiſtant to them, upon reaſonable warning, to ride with 
them in aid to reſiſt ſuch riots, routs, and aſſemblies, on pain 
of impriſonment, and to make fine and ranſom to the king. 

And the ſame juſtices and ſheriff, or under ſheriff, ſhall have 
power to record that which they ſhall find ſo done in their pre. 
ſence againſt the law: by which record the offenders ſhall be 
convicted in the ſame manner and form as is contained in the 
ſtatute of forcible entries. 

And if the offenders be departed before the coming of the 
ſaid juſtices, and ſheriff or under ſheriff, the ſame juſtices, 
three or two of them, ſhall diligently enquire within a month 
after ſuch riot, aſſembly, or rout of people ſo made, and 
_ ſhall hear and determine according to the law of the 

nd. 

And the ſaid juſtices and other officers ſhall execute their of- 
fices aforeſaid at the king's colts, in going and continuing in 
doing their ſaid offices, by payment thereof to be made by the 
ſheriff, by indentures betwixt the ſaid ſheriff and juſtices, and 
other officers aforeſaid, whereof the ſheriff upon his account in 
the exchequer may have due allowance. 

The juſtices dwelling nigheſt in the county, where ſuch 
riot, aſſembly, or rout ſhall be, together with the ſheriff or 
under ſheriff, ſhall do execution of the ſaid ſtatute of the 
13 H. 4. every one upon pain of 100l. to the king. 

If default be found in the two juſtices, ſheriff, or under 
ſheriff, then at the inſtance of the party grieved, a commiſſion 
ſhall be iſſued under the great ſeal, to enquire as well of the 
truth of the caſe for the complainant, as of ſuch default. 

Rioters ſhall be taken by writ and proclamation out of chan- 
cery, on ſuggeſtion of two juſtices and the ſheriff, on the com- 
mon fame of ſuch riot.

by authority of parliament, or reſcue any perſon in cuſtody for 
ſuch offence, he ſhall be guilty of felony without benefit of 
clergy: and the offender may be tried in an adjacent county. 
Perſons diſcovering and convicting an accomplice ſhall have a 
pardon : and the hundred ſhall anſwer damages, not exceeding 
ꝛ0l. to be recovered as in caſes of robbery. 

If any perſon ſhall wilfully and maliciouſly draw or pluck 
up any floodgate fixed or made in any wear or lock, erected or 
to be erected by authority of parliament, in or upon any navi- 
gable river, for preſerving the navigation thereof, he ſhall, on 
conviction upon the oath of one witneſs, before two juſtices of 
the county or place, or of the adjacent county or place, be 
ſent to the houſe of correction to hard labour for one month. 

If any perſon acting as maſter of a ſhip, ſhall caſt out, or 
there ſhall be caſt out, of any veſſel being within any haven, 
road, channel, or navigable river, any ballaſt, or rubbiſh, 
but only on the land where the tide never comes; any one juſ- 
ticenear the place, may ſummon the maſter or owner, or other 
perſon acting as ſuch, againſt whom the information ſhall be 
made, or iſſue his warrant to —— him before him; and upon 
due proof made, either by confeſſion of the party offending, 
or on view of ſuch juſtice, or oath of one witneſs, that any 
ballaſt or rubbiſh hath been caſt out, the maſter, or perſon 
acting as ſuch, ſhall be adjudged the offender, and ſhall forfeit 
not above 51. nor under 50s. half to the informer, and half 
to the poor of the pariſh or place where ſuch conviction ſhall be 
pronounced: to be levied by diſtreſs, and the offender to be 
committed to the gaol or houſe of correction where the con- 
viction ſhall be, for two months, or till payment of the penal- 
ties, or ſo much thereof for which the commitment ſhall be. 

And as ſoon as any veſſel ſhall be ſunk, ſtranded, or run

Robbery, 


2 is a felony by the common law, committed by 
a violent aſſault upon the perſon of another, by putting 
him in fear, and taking from his perſon, his money or othe: 
goods, of any value whatſoever. 

If any perſon be indicted, or appealed, for killing any per. 
ſon attempting to rob, he ſhall be acquitted. 

If any perſon, who ſhall travel upon the Lord's day, ſhall 
be then robbed, the hundred ſhall not be liable: neverthele(; 
they ſhall make hueand cry, on pain of forfeiting to the king 
as much as might have been recovered againſt the hundred, it 
the robbery had not been on the Lord's day.—Except only / 
or from church. 

If there be ſo much day-light as that one may ſee a man's 
face, ſo that the robber may be known, though it be before 
the ſun-riſing, or after the ſun-ſetting, the hundred ſhall ans 
ſwer for it. 

No perſon ſhall recover againſt the hundred, more than the 
value of zool. unleſs the perſons robbed ſhall at the time of 
the robbery be together in company, and be in number two 
at the leaſt, to atteſt the truth of his or their being ſo robbed. 

In order to make the hundred liable, the perſon robbed 
ſhall, with as much convenient ſpeed as may be, give notice 
thereof, unto ſome of the inhabitants near the place. 

He ſhall alſo give notice, with as much convenient ſpeed 33 
may be, to aconſtable of the hundred, that is, the high con- 
ſtable, or to a conſtable of ſome place near; or leave notice in 
writing at his houſe, deſcribing therein the felon, and the 
time and place of the robbery. 

The party robbed ſhall alſo, within 20 days, cauſe notice to 
be given in the garette, deſcribing therein the felon, and th

He ſhall alſo be examined on oath within twenty days next 
before the action brought, before a juſtice in or near the hun- 
dred, whether he knows any of the robbers; and if he confeſſes 
that he does, he ſhall, before action brought, be bound over by 
the ſajd juſtice effectually to proſecute the perſon or perſons fo 
known to have committed the faid robbery. 
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If the plaintiff. recover, the ſheriff ſhall ſhew the writ of 14.

The high conſtable alſo ſhall cauſe his attorney's bill to be 
taxed by the proper oſſicer, and ſhall give in to the ſaid juſtices 
an account thereof, and of his other expences in defending the 
ation, and make due proof of the ſame upon oath, to the ſa- 
ti;faQion of the ſaid juſtices.

The high conſtable ſhall in like manner, if he re covers 
againſt the plaintiff, be reimburſed his expences which ſhall 
be over and above the coſts to be taxed, and alſo ſuch coſts 
taxed as he ſhall not be able to recover, by reaſon of the in- 
ſolvency of the N and of his ſureties; which ſhal! be paid 
lu ten days to the ſaid two juſtices, or one of them, who ſhall, 
upon requeſt, deliver over the ſame to the high conſtable; 

Any yo or perſons apprehending a felon, whereby the 
hundred becomes indemnified, ſhall have 10l. reward paid by 
the hundred; the ſame to be aſcertained, levied, and paid by 
two juſtices (1 2.) in or near the hundred, in ſuch propor- 
tons as they ſhall think reaſonable, within the hundred. 

And moreover, every perſon who ſhall apprehend a high- 
wayman, and proſecute him till he be convicted, ſhall have 
from the ſheriff of the county where the robbery and conviction 
was made and done, without paying any fee for the ſame, the 
ſum of 40l. within one month, the judge certifying the con- 
wition of ſuch a felon, and alſo that ſuch felon was taken by the 
perſen claiming the reward. 

If any diſputes ſhall ariſe, the judge ſhall direct it to be paid 
unto and amongſt the perſons claiming, in ſuch proportions as 
to him ſhall ſeem juſt and reaſonable.— And if the ſheriff ſhall

A SEAMAN, having a teſtimonial under the hand and (el 
of a juſtice of the peace, ſetting forth the time and place 
of landing, and the place to which he is to paſs, and limiting 
the time of his paſſage, ſhall not be deemed a vagrant, while 
he continues in the direct way, and within the time limited. 

Any one who ſhall perſonate a ſeaman in his majeſty's ſer. 
vice, or his heir, executor, or adminiſtrator; or ſhall utter c 
publiſh, as true, knowing the ſame to be falſe, forged, e 
counterfeited, any letter of attorney, aſſignment, laſt will, or 
any other power or authority, in order to receive any wages, 
pay, or other allowances of money or prize-money, ſhall be 
guilty of felony without benefit of clergy. 

No maſter of a merchant ſhip ſhall proceed on a voyag?, 
without agreeing in writing with each mariner (apprentice: 
excepted) to be ſigned by ſuch mariner, for wages; on pain o 
51. for each mariner, on conviction before one juſtice by ti: 
oath of one witneſs, to be levied by diſtreſs; for want of dil- 
treſs, to be committed till paid. 

And if the mariner deſerts after he hath ſigned the agree. 
ment, he ſhall forfeit the wages due to him at the time of cc- 
ſerting; and on application to a juſtice within the juriſdictic 
where the offence was committed, from the maſter, owner, d 
commander of the ſhip, ſuch juſtice may cauſe him to be appre- 
hended ; and if he ſhall refuſe to proceed on the voyage, with. 
out ſufficient reaſon to the ſatis faction of the juſtice, the lai 


juſtice ſhall commit him to the houſe of correction, chere to be 
key!

kept to hard labour, not exceeding 30 days, nor leſs than 14 


days. 

And if any ſeaman abſent himſelf from his ſhip without 
leave, he ſhall forfeit for every day's abſence two day's pay to 
Greenwich hoſpital, to be deduted by the maſter out of his 
wages: and if any ſeaman not entering into the king's ſervice, 
hall leave his ſhip before he hath a diſcharge in writing, he 
ſhall forfeit one month's pay, in like manner. 

The maſter ſhall pay the ſeaman's wages, if demanded, in 
zo days after the ſhip is entered in the cultom-houſe, or at the 
time of diſcharge, which ſhall firſt happen. 

Note, This act, by 2 G. 3. c. 31, is made perpetual. 


Search-Warrant, 


JUSTICE cannot legally grant a blank warrant for the 

arreſt of a ſingle perſon, leaving it to the party to fill up, 
much leſs can he grant ſuch a general warrant, as might have 
the effect of an hundred blank warrants. 

A juſtice cannot, upon a bare ſurmiſe, make a warrant to 
break any man's houſe, to ſearch for a felon, or for ſtolen 
goods; for the juſtices being created by a& of parliament, 
have no ſuch authority granted to them by any att of parlia- 
ment. 

But in caſe of a complaint, and oath made, of goods ftolen, 
and that the party ſuſpects that goods are in ſuch a houſe, and 
news the cauſe of his ſuſpicion, the juſtice may grant a war- 
rant (in the day time) to ſearch in thoſe ſuſpected places men- 


tioned in his warrant, and to attach the goods, and the party 


in whoſe cuſtody they are found, and bring them before him, 
or ſome other juſtice, to give an account how he came by them, 
and farther to abide ſuch order as to law ſhall appertain. 

But in caſe of poſitive proof, it is right to execute the war- 
rant in the night time, leſt the offenders and goods alſo be 
gone before morning. 

Such warrant ought to be directed to the conſtable, or other 
public officer, and not to any private perſon, though it is fit 
the party complaining ſhould be preſent and aſſiſtant, becauſe 
he knows his goods, » 

Whether the ſtolen goods are in a ſuſpected houſe or not, 
the officer and his afliftants in the day time may enter, the 
doors being open, to make ſearch, and is juſtifiable by the 
Warrant. 

As touching the goods brought before him, if it appear to 
the juſtice that they were not ſtolen, they are to be reſtored to 
the poſſeſſor; if it appear they were ſtolen, they are not to be 
lelivered to the proprietor, but depoſited in the hand of the

Rating of wages. 


THE juſtices of every ſhire, the mayor and other head-of- 
ficer within any city or town corporate, ſhall yearly in Eaſe: 
ſeſſions, or within ſix weeks next after, aſſemble, and call unto 
them ſuch diſcreet and grave perſons as they ſhall think meet, 
and ſhall have authority to rate and appoint the wages of (er- 
vants, labourers, artificers, workmen, &c. as they ſhall think 
meet, and what wages every workman or labourer ſhall take b 
the great, for mowing, reaping, or threſhing of corn and 
grain, or for mowing or making of hay, or for ditching, 
paving, railing, &c. by the rod, h, or foot, and for any 
other kind of reaſonable labour or ſervice, 
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Servants, 


The juſtices in any diviſion, where the ſeſſions are kept, 
wall have power do rate the wages within ſuch diviſion, as if 
the fame were done in the general ſeſſions for the county.-No 
clothier, being a juſtice of the peace in any precin& or liberty, 
hall be a rater of wages for the making of cloth. 

If any juſtice reſident within the county, or mayor, ſhall be 
abſent at the rating of wages, and not hindered by ſickneſs or 
other lawful cauſe, to be allowed by the juſtices then afſembled 
for rating of wages, upon the oath and affidavit of ſome cre- 
dible perſon, he ſhall forfeit to the king 10l. to be recovered 
in the ſeſſions or other court of record, by indi&ment or other- 
wiſe, 

If any clothier, or other, ſhall refuſe to pay ſo much wages 
to their weavers, ſpinſters, workmen, or workwomen, as ſhall 
be rated, and be convicted thereof by confeſſion, or oath of 
two witneſſes, at the aſſizes or ſeſſions, or before any two juſ- 
tices (1 2.) he ſhall forfeit 10s, to the party grieved, to be 
levied by diſtreſs and fate, 


Working in harveſt. 


A perſon may go abroad to work in harveſt, carrying with 
him a certificate from the miniſter and one churchwarden or 
overſeer, that he hath a dwelling-houſe or place in which he 
inhabits, and hath left wife and children, or ſome of them 
there (or otherwiſe as his condition ſhall require) and declaring 
him an inhabitant there. 

By the vagrant act, perſons carrying with him ſuch certiſi- 
cate, ſhall not be liable to be apprehended as vagrants. 


Servant fleeing into another ſhire. 


IF a juſtide ſhall iſſue a warrant againſt any perſon, who 
ſhall eſcape into another ſhire, the conſtable or other perſon, 
on having the warrant® indorſed by a juſtice in ſuch other ſhire, 
may arreſt him there, and carry him before a juſtice in ſuch 
other ſhire, if the offence is bailable, to find bail, or elſe ſhall 
carry him back before a juſtice in the ſhire from whence the 
warrant did firſt ĩſſue. 


Servant aſſaulting his maſter. 


IF any ſervagt, workman, or labourer, ſhall wilfully make 
an aſſault or affray upon his maſter or miſtreſs, or upon any 
other having charge or overſight, and ſhall thereof be convicted 

any two juſtices, or other head officer aforeſaid, by con- 
lion, or oath of two witneſſes, he ſhall be impriſoned for a

year, or leſs, by the diſcretion of two juſtices out of a town 
corporate, and in a town corporate of the mayor or other head 
officer, with two others of the diſcreeteſt perſons of the ſame 
corporation: and if the offence ſhall require further puniſh- 
ment, then he ſhall receive ſuch other open puniſhment, as the 
Juſtices in ſeſſions, or the mayor or other head officer, and {ix 
or four at leaſt of the diſcreeteſt perſons of the corporation, 
ſhall think convenient for the quality of the offence. 

If any ſervant, to whom any goods ſhall by his maſter or 
miſtreſs be delivered to be kept, ſhall go away therewith, to 
the intent to ſteal the ſame; or, being in his maſter or mif. 
treſs's ſervice, without his or her aſſent, ſhall embezzle er 
otherwiſe convert the ſame to his own uſe, with like purpoſe 
to ſteal it, if the ſame be of the value of 40s. or above, he 
ſhall be guilty of felony ; but this not to extend to any appren- 
tice, or any perſon within the age of 18 years. 


Diſputes between filk-maſters and their workmen, 


EVERY filk winder and doubler, who ſhall purloin, em- 
bezzle, pawn, ſell, or detain any part of ſilk delivered to them 
to wind or double, as well as the buyer and receiver thereof, 
being lawfully convicted, by confeſſion, or oath of one witneſ:, 
betore one juſtice (or mayor) ſhall render to the party grieved 
ſuch ſatisfa&tion for his damage and loſs, and charges, as the 
Juſtice ſhall order; or ſhall immediately on conviction by con- 
feſſion, or oath of one witneſs, be committed to priſon, or to 
the houſe of correction, till ſatisfaction be given to the party 
wronged, or puniſhment inflited as above. 

The wages of journeymen-weavers in the ſilk manufacture 
in London ſhall be ſettled by the lord mayor, recorder, and 
aldermen; in the county of Middleſex, by the juſtices of the 
ſaid county; in the city and liberty of Weſtminſter, by the jul. 
tices there; within the liherty of the Tower, by the juſtices 
in and for the ſaid liberty, at their general quarter-ſeſſionsre- 
ſpectively; who ſhall, within 14 days after, cauſe the ſame to 
be publiſhed thrice in any two daily newſpapers in London or 
Weſtminſter. 

And if any maſter weaver ſhall give more or leſs wages than 
ſhall be ſo ſettled, he ſhall, on conviction before two juſtices, 
on the oath of one witneſs, forfeit gol. by diſtreſs: to be paid 
to the maſter of the weaver's company, for the uſe of diſtreſs) 
journeymen. » 

And if any journeymen ſhall take more or leſs than ſo rated, 
or enter into any combination to raiſe the wages, he ſhall, 0! 
the like conviction, forfeit not exceeding 40s. to be applied 
in like manner: and if not paid immediately, he ſhall be com- 
mitted to the houſe of correction to hard labour, not exceeding 
three months. To

Two juſtices, upon information on oath, that there is reaſon 
to ſuſpeft, that any maſter or journeyman hath been guilty of 
any of the offences aforeſaid, may ſummon any clerk, appren- 
tice, ſervant, or other perſon whoſe attendance appears neceſ- 
{ary, to give evidence; and if ſuch perſon ſhall not attend on 
the ſaid ſummons, they ſhall iſſue their warrant to bring him 
before them; and if he ſhall refuſe to give evidence, they ſhall 
commit him to the houſe of correction for one month, unleſs 
he ſhall ſooner ſubmit to be examined and give evidence. 

If any maſter weaver, reſiding within the limits aforeſaid, 
ſhall rerain or employ any journeyman out of the ſaid limits, 
with intent to evade this act, he ſhall forfeit gol. half to the 
king, and half to him that ſhall ſue in any of the courts of re- 
— at Weſtminſter. 


No filk weaver, within the aforeſaid diſtricts, ſhall have 


more than two apprentices at one time, on pain of 20l. to be 
recovered before two jultices, as is aforeſaid, 

Perſons convicted before two juſtices may appeal to the next 
general quarter-ſefſions, or next general ſeſſions. 


Diſputes between clothiers and their workmen. 


CLOTHMAKERS ſhall pay to their labourers, their wages 
in money, and not in goods, and deliver wool to them to be 
wrought according to the due weight thereof; on pain of for- 
feiting treble value of the wages, and for every delivery of ex- 
ceſſive weight 6d. 

And every juſtice of the peace, mayor, &c. may hear and 
determine differences, and commit the offender to the next 
gaol, till the ſaid duties, forfeitures, and damages be paid. 

Every weaver, &c. who ſhall purloin, fell, or detain ny 
part of the wool or yarn, and alſo the buyer and receiver 
thereof, knowing the ſame to be ſtolen or purloined, being 
thereof convicted by confeſiion, or oath of one witneſs, before 
two juſtices, or before the mayor and one of the aldermen cr 
moſt ſubſtantial perſons of a town corporate, ſhall make ſuch 
ſatisfaction for damages, as the ſaid juſtices or chief officers 
ſhall appoint; and if the offender do not make ſatisfaction, 
he ſhall for the firſt offence be apprehended and whipped, or 
ſt in the Rocks where the offence is committed, or in ſome 
neighbouring market town in the Has county; and for the 
cond offence, ſhall incur the like or ſuch further puniſhment 
dy whipping, or being put in the ſtocks, as the {aid juſtices 
or chief officers ſhall think convenient. 

Every clothier, clothworker, &c. ſhall pay his workmen in 
money, and not in goods, on pain of 40s. on conviction (in 
{2 days) before one juſtice, on oath of one witneſs; to be dil- 
nbuted, if in London, to the benefit of Chrilt's hoſpital; elſe- 
where, to the poor where the offence ſhall be diſcovered; and 
if 
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if he ſhall not pay in 30 days, to be levied by the conſtable, 
by warrant of ſuch juſtice, by diſtreſs; and where no ſufficient 
diſtreſs can be found, he ſhall be committed to the common 
gaol or houſe of correction, to be kept to hard labour for three 
calendar months. 

Offences againſt this act ſhall be determined by two juſlice; 
on information on oath, within three calendar months; who 
ſhall levy the penalties by diſtreſs, half to the informer, and 
half to the poor; for want of ſufficient diſtreſs, the offender 
ſhall be committed to gaol for any time not exceeding three 
months, or until ſatisfaction ſhall be made. 

And all diſputes and demands, relating to work, wages, ot 
damages, between any clothier or maker of woollen goods, and 
any weaver or other perſon employed in ſuch manufactures, 
ſhall be determined by two juſtices, who ſhall on complain: 
ſummon the parties, and hear and examine on oath, and give 
ſuch coſts and damages to the party grieved, as they ſhal 
judge reaſonable, and iſſue their warrant to levy ſuch coſts and 
damages (if not paid in ten days) by diſtreſs; and for want of 
ſuch diſtreſs, ſhall commit the party to the county gaol er 
houſe of correction, for any time not exceeding three months, 
or till ſatisfaction be made. 

Perſons aggrieved by order of ſuch juſtices, may appeal to 
the next general quarter ſeſſions, giving ſufficient notice of 
ſuch appeal. | 

This act does not extend to any factor or his agent, who ſhall 
be only employed in the ſale of mixt or medley broad- cloth. 

This act ſhall not extend to cloth made in Yorkſhire, ex- 
cept to determine the forfeiture for ſelling cloths wanting in 
length, &c. and for over-ſtretching them, viz.

If any clothier, &c. ſhall pay any perſon his wages by way 
of truck, or in any other manner than in money, he all (on 
proſecution in three months) forfeir 20l. to be recovercd 
action of debt, by any perſon who ſhall ſue for the ſame: © 
otherwiſe, before two juſtices, by conſeſſion, or oath 0! die 
witneſs, by diſtreſs (if not paid in 14 days); and to be dit

IF any perſon employed in the leathern manufactures ſhali 
iraudulently purloin or embezzle any wares of this kind, and 
de thereof convicted by the oath of one credible witneſs, or 
confeſſion, before the juſtice where the offence ſhall be com- 
nitted, or the offender ſhall reſide, «ſuch juſtice may award 
um to make ſatisfaction to the party injured, not excecding 
Guble the value, half to the party grieved, and half to the 
poor, together with full charges attending the conviction ; to 
be levied by diſtreſs and fale; and if he ſhall not pay immedi- 
nely, ſuch juſtice ſhall commit him to the houſe of correction 
er other public priſon, to be kept to hard labour for 14 days, 
and whipped in ſuch manner as the juſtice ſhall direct; and 
or a ſecond, or other ſubſequent offence, he ſhall forfeit ſour 
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times the value of the damages, together with ſuch colts as the 
Juſtice ſhall judge reaſonable; if not paid immediately, he ſhall 
be committed to the houſe of correction or other public priſon, 
to be there kept to hard labour not exceeding three months, 
nor leſs than one month, and alſo during ſuch commitment to

to ſuch juſtice ſhall ſeem reaſonable. 

And every perſon who ſhall knowingly or willingly receive

All payments to workmen employed in the ſaid manufac. 
tures, ſhall be in money, and not in goods, except by their 
own requeſt and conſent; and if ſuch labourer or manufac. 
turer ſhall be guilty of any fraud, abuſe, neglect, or default 
in the work by him undertaken to be done, he ſhall anſwer to 
the owner double damages. 

All wages, demands, , frauds, and defaults of labourers and 
manufacturers in the ſaid trades, ſhall be determined by two 
juſtices, who may ſummon and examine witneſſes upon oath, 

Every perſon employed by any one maſter, and neglecting 
the performance thereof, ſhall, on conviction by oath of one 
witneſs before one juſtice, be ſent to the houſe of correction, 
to be kept to hard labour not exceeding one month. 

Perſons aggrieved by any order of the {aid two juſtices, may 
appeal to the next ſeſſions, giving eight days notice; and the 
ſeſſions may award coſts to either party. But no order of fuck 
two juſtices ſhall be appealed againſt, or quaſhed, for want d 
form only. 


Diſputes between maſters and their workmen, in the 
making of hats, or in the woollen, linen, fuſtian, 
cotton, iron, leather, furr, hemp, flax, mokatr, 
or {ilk manufattures. 


IF any perſon hired or employed in any of theſe manufac, 
tures ſhall purloin or embezzle any of the materials with which 
he ſhall be intruſted, and be convicted thereof by the oath © 
one credible witneſs, or confeſſion, before two juſtices, he ſh. 
for the firſt offence be committed to the houſe of correction © 
other public priſon, there to be kept to hard labour, for 80 


leſs than 14 days, nor more than three months; and for a 
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cond or any other ſubſequent offence, not leſs than three 
months, nor more than ſix months; and the juſtices may like- 
wiſe, for the firſt or any ſubſequent offence, order the offender 
to be once publickly whipped, if ſuch additional puniiiment 
mall by them be deemed proper. 

The receiver of any of the ſaid materials, knowing them to 
be purloined or embezzled, ſhall, for the firſt offeuce, forfeit 
not more than 4ol. nor leſs than 201. ; the ſame to be applied, 
by direction of the juſtices, in the firſt place to defray the ex- 
pences of the proſecution; next, to make ſuch ſatisfaction to

19, 
or miſtreſſes and ſervants in huſbandry hired for a year [or for 
leſs time]; or between maſters and miſtreſſes and artificers, and 
other labourers employed for any certain time or in any other 
manner, ſhall be determined by one juſtice, where the maſter 
or miſtreſs ſhall inhabit, although nogate or aſſeſſment of wages

Taylors and their workmen within the bills. 


THE hours of work for ſervants or journeymen to be em- 
lcyed in the taylor-buſineſs, within London and five miles 

thereof, ſhall be from fix in the morning till ſeven in the even- 
ing, with an interval of one hour only for refreſhment.—And 
the wages for the ſame ſhall be, any ſum not exceeding 28. 7d. 1 
a day; except during the {pace of one calendar month from the 
publication of any order for a general mourning by the earl mar- 
mal in the London gazette; and during that ſpace, any ſum not 
exceeding 58. 1d. Z. 

And if any maſter ſhall give, or any workman within the ſaid 
limits ſhall take, any more or greater wages than as aforeſaid, 
he ſhall, on information or proſecution within three months, 
and conviction thereof, before two juſtices, by con feſſion or oath 
of one witneſs, be committed to the houſe of correction, there 
to be kept to hard labour, or to the common gaol, for any time 
not exceeding two months, nor leſs than 14 days. 

Any two juſtices within the limits aforeſaid, upon information 
on oath made to them, that there is reaſon to ſuſpe& that any 
perſon hath given or received greater wages than as aforeſaid, 
ſhall ifue their ſummons requiring any perſon employed by the 
perſon ſo ſuſpected to have offended, or any other perſon, whoſe 
attendance ſuch informant ſhall think neceſſary for the purpoſe 
of giving evidence, to attend ſuch juſtices, or ſome other two 
jultices acting for ſuch county or place, to teltify concerning the 
premiſes; and if ſuch perſon Malk not attend, ſuch two juſtices, 
or any other two juſtices acting for ſuch county or place, ſhall 
iſſue their warrant to apprehend and bring ſuch perſon before 
them, or ſome other two juſtices acting for the faid county or 
place, to be examined touching the premiſes in the ſaid informa- 
non: and if any ſuch perſon ſo attending, or being brought 
before ſuch juſtices, ſhall refuſe to be examined or give teſti- 
mony, he ſhall, by the ſaid juſtices, be committed to the hovte 
of correction, until he ſhall ſubmit to be examined and give tef- 
umony as aforeſaid. hy 

The mayor, aldermen, and recorder of London, at their ge- 
reral quarter-ſeſſions, or general ſeſſions, ſhall, from time to 
ame, on application to them made, alter, regulate, and order 
tne wages for perſons employed in the buſineſs of making men 
and women's clothes within London and five miles thereof, 
and the hours of work; and within fourteen days after mak« 
ng every ſuch order, ſhall cauſe the ſame to be printed and 
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publiſhed, at the reaſonable expence of the perſons applying 
for the ſame, in any two daily newſpapers in London or Weg. 
minſter. 

Nothing herein ſhall extend to regulate the wages or hours of 
work of perſons employed as foremen ; or to hinder the paying 
or receiving other wages (not excceding 6d. an hour in time gf 
general mourning, and 3d. an hour at any other time) before or 
after the hours of work. 

And if any maſter reſiding within the limits ſhall employ any 
perſon out of the ſaid limits, with intent to elude the act, and 
ſhall give greater wages than as aforeſaid, he ſhall forfeit 5ool, 
with coſts, half to the king, and half to him that ſhall ſue, 

Perſons convicted by the two juſtices as aforeſaid, may appeal 
to the next general quarter-ſeſſions or general, ſeſſions, giving 
immediate notice of ſuch appeal, and finding ſufficient ſecurity 
to the ſatisfaction of ſuch jullices, for being perſonally preſent 
at the ſaid ſeſſions, and for proſecuting the appeal with effect, 
and abiding by the judgment of the court. And the ſeſſions may 
award coſts to either party.— And if the conviction ſhall be con- 
firmed, the appellant ſhall be committed to priſon for the time 
ſpecified in the conviction, and until payment of coſts, 


Shoemakers and their workmen within the bills. 


IF any journeyman ſhoemaker within the bills of mortality, 
ſhall be accuſed by his maſter of purloining any ſhoes or other 
wares or materials, one juſtice where the offence ſhall be com- 
mitted, or the offender ſhall inhabit, on oath of ſach offence, 
may ſummon the party, or iſſue his warrant to apprehend him; 
and if the ſame is proved before him by confeſſion, or oath of 
one witneſs, he ſhall award ſatis faction for damages and charges, 
and levy the ſame by diſtreſs; and for want of ſufficient diltrels, 
ſhall cauſe the offender to be whipped where the offence was com- 
mitted ; and for a ſecond or other offence, he ſhall commit him 
to the houſe of correction, not exceeding one month, nor les 
than 14 days: and every perſon, who ſhall buy, receive, or take 
in pawn the ſame, ſhall be ſubject to the ſame puniſhment. 

Two juſtices, on complaint on oath, may iſſue their warrant 
for ſearching in the day-time for goods ſo purlcined, and break 
open doors, and every perſon hindering ſuch ſearch ſhall forfeit 
101, to him who ſhall ſue in two months; and if ſuch goods ſhall 
be found, they ſhall reſtore them to the owner, and cauſe the 
offender to make ſatisfaction for the damages and charges, 
aforeſaid. 

And every perſon retained by one maſter, who ſhall ſuffer 
himſelf to be retained by any other, before he hath finiſhed us 


work 
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work, ſhall, on conviction upon oath of one witneſs, before one 
juſtice, be ſent to the houſe of correction for any time not exceed- 


ing one month. 2 2 
Perſons aggrieved, may appeal to the next ſeſſion, giving 


eight days notice. 
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The commiſſioners of the duties upon houſes and windows 
ſhall be commiſſioners to put this act in execution. 

Proſecutions under this act, within the limits of the exciſe- 
office, all be determined by the commiſſioners of exciſe, and 
in other parts of the kingdom, by any two or more of the juſ- 
tices of the peace reſiding near to the place where ſuch furtertures 
hall be made, or offence — , and if the party finds 
himſelf aggrieved, he ſhall and may appeal to the juſtices of the 
peace at the next quarter- ſeſſions, who are hereby authoriſed and 
impowered to hear and determine the ſame, whoſe judgment 
therein ſhall be final. 

It ſhall be lawful for the ſaid commiſſioners and juſtices, 
where they ſhall ſee cauſe, to mitipate or leſſen any penalties and 
forfeitures, in ſuch manner as they ſhall think fit, the reaſon- 
able coſts and charges of the proſecution being allowed, over 
and above ſuch mitigation, ſo as not to reduce the penalty to 
leſs than one fourth part thereof, over and above the ſaid coſts 
and charges; one moiety thereof to and for the uſe of his ma- 
jeſty, his heirs and ſucceſſors, and the other moiety to the diſ- 
coverer or informer of the ſame. 

The two above cited acts being repealed, it was enacted, that 
from and after July 5, 1785, the following duties are to be paid 
for all male ſervants, not employed in huſbandry: for one or 
two, 11, 5s. each; for three or four, 11. 10s. each; five to 
leren, 11. 158. each; eight to ten, 21. each; for eleven, and 
upwards, 31. each. 

An additional 11. 58. is to be paid for every male ſervant re- 
tained by unmarried men above 21 years of age. 

From and after the 5th day of July, 1785, every perſon who 
ſhall retain or employ any one female ſervant, and not more, 
ſhall, tor ſuch female ſervant, pay angually the ſum of 28. 6d. ; 
for two, 5s. each; for three or more, 10s. each. 

And male perſons unmarried, above 21 years of age, ſhall pay 
pay an additional 28. 6d. for one female ſervant; 58. each, for 
— female ſervants; and 10s, each, for three or more female 
ervants, 

The duties granted by this a& are not to extend to ſervants 
employed, bona fide, in huſbandry, dairy, or manufaRure, or 

any 
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any trade or calling (other than waiters) by which the maſter cx 
miſtreſs of ſuch ſervant thall earn a livelihood or profit. 

The duty for every coachm:n, gruom, poſtillion, or helper, 
let out to hire by way of jobb, ſhal! be paid by the maſter vr 
miſtreſs, for whoſe uſe and in whoſe ſervice they ſhall be em. 
pioyed reſpeQively; and the duty hereby granted for every par. 
dener, retained or employed by any perſon or perſons who ſhall 
contract for the keeping of any garden ur gardens, thall oe paid 
by the perſon or perſons for whoſe uſe and in whole garden ſuch 
gardener ſhall be employed. 

Nothing in this att ſhall extend to exempt any perſon or per- 
ſons from the payment of any of the duties granted by this 
act, in reſpect of any ſervant, under pretence that fuch ſer- 
vant is or ſhall be bound as an apprentice to ſuch perſon or 
perſons; ſave and except ſuch apprentices as are or ſhall be in. 
poſed upon any maſter or miſtrels, by magiſtrates and pariſh of. 
ncers, ſo as the number of ſuch apprentices, ſo impoſed upon 
any maſter or miltreſs, does not exceed two: provided always, 
that nothing herein contained ſhall extend to exempt any ſuch 
apprentice or apprentices who is or are employed as livery (er. 
vants. 

This act ſhall not extend to charge with any of the ute: 
hereby granted, the butler or butlers, manciple, cook or cock, 
gardener or gardeners, or porter or porters, of any college, or 
hall, within either of the univerſities of Oxford or Cambridge, 
or the univerſities of Edinburgh, Glaſgow, Aberdeen, or vt, 
Andrews, in Scotland, or of the ſeveral colleges of Weltminſer, 
Eaton, or Wincheſter; or the ſervants of his majeſty, or any ut 
the royal family; or of any ambaſlador or foreign miniſter re 
ſiding in the kingdom of Great Britain, 

Nothing herein contained ſhall extend to any of the royal 
hotpitals of Chriſt, Saint Bartholomew, Bridewell, Bechleg, 
Saint Thomas, in the city of London and borough of Soth 
wark, or Guy's, or the Foundling hoſpital. 

One ſervant of any officer under the rank of a field officer, 
ſhall not be liable to the duties; nor one ſervant of any ofacer 
diſabled in his majeſty's ſervice, and on half pay. 

Every perſon who ſhall have living in their houſes two or 
more lawful children or grand-children, under the age of 14 
years, ſhall, in reſpe& of every two ſuch lawful children or 
grand-children, be exempted from the payment of the duties by 
this act impoſed for one female ſervant; and ſo in proportion 
for any greater number, abating one female ſervant, and lou. 
ering the rate of duty in the manner herein-before provided, fo: 
every two ſuch children or grand children. 

Female ſervants above ſixty years of age, or under 14, 4 
not liable to the duties, 
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The duties charged by this act are to be collected by ſuch 25 C. 3-c+ 43+ 


perſons, and paid into the exchequer under ſuch penalties, 
e. as are appointed for the duties on houſes and windows.— 
The commiſſioners of the aforementioned duties on hodſes, 
hall be commiſſioners for putting this act in execution. 

The firſt meeting ſhall be on or before the 5th day of July, 
1785, and afterwards yearly, and every year, at ſuch day or 
time as the ſaid commiſſioners for the time being ſhall think 
proper to appoint, on or before the zoth day of April. 

The commiſſioners, on default of meeting on the day 
above-mentioned, may meet afterwards, &c. in order to exe- 
cute the powers of this act, ſo as that the ſaid duties charged

veral duties charged on .houſes, and windows or lights; and 
alſo ſhall have taken the following oath :

Which oath any two or more of the commiſſioners are hereby 
authoriſed to adminilter; and if any perſon ſhall act as a com- 
mifioner for the execution of this act, except as aforeſaid, be- 
fore he ſhall have taken ſuch oaths as aforeſaid, he ſhall, for 
every offence, forfeit the ſum of 1001.

ROM July 20, 1786, every perſon keeping a ſlaughtering 
F houſe, ſhall take out a licence for that purpoie, at the 
general quarter ſeſſions for the county, &c. wherein ſuch 
ilaughtering houſe ſhall be fituate; upon a certificate, under 
the hands and feals of the miniſter and churchwardens, or over. 
ſeers, or of the miniſter and two or more ſubſtantial houſe. 
holders of the pariſh wherein the perſons applying for ſuch li. 
cence ſhall dwell, that ſuch — are fit and proper to be 
truſted with the management and carrying on ſuch buiineſ;, 

Every ſuch licence thall be ſigned by the juſtices of the peace 
aſſembled at ſuch general quarter ſeſſions, or by the major par: 
of them; and a copy of every ſuch licence ſhall be entered in 
a book to be kept for that purpole by the clerk of the peace;

The treaſurer of the county ſhall without fee pay unto ſuch

* URETY for the peace is the acknowledging a recognizance 
8 or bond, to the king, taken by a competent judge of re 
cord, for the keeping the peace.—And this ſurety of the peace 
every juſtice of the peace may take and command, 1. As a nj. 
niſter, commanded thereto by a higher authority. 2, 4s , 
judge, and by virtue of his office, derived from his commiſi-n, 

By the commiſſion of the peace, one or more juſtices hate 
power to cauſe to come before them, all thoſe who to any of the 
king's people concerning their bodies, or the firing of their 
houſes, have uſed threats, to find ſufficient ſecurity for the peace 
or their good behaviour towards the king and his people: and 
if they ſhall refuſe to find ſuch ſecurity, to cauſe them in the 
king's priſons to be ſafely kept, until they ſhall find ſuch ſurety, 

A wife may demand it againſt her huſband threatening to ben 
her outrageouſly, and a huſband alſo may have it againſt hi 
wife. 

An infant under the age of 14 years may demand this ſurety, 
and it ſhal! be granted him. 

It ought, upon a juſt cauſe of complaint, to be granted by ary 
juſtice of the peace, againſt any perſon whatſoerer, onder te 
degree of nobility, being of ſane memory, whether he be a mo 
giſtrate or private perſon, and whether he be of full age, or un. 
der age, — The ſafeſt way of proceeding againſt a peer, is by 
complaint to the court of chancery or king's bench.

A MAN may be compelled to find ſureties both for the goug 
behaviour and for the peace; and yet the good behavioy; 
includeth the peace: and he that is bound to the good behaji. 
our, is therein alſo bound to the peace, 

The ſurety“ of the good behaviour is of great affinity with 
that of the peace, and is provided chiefly for the preſervation 6 
the peace; and is moſt commonly granted either in the open 
ſeſſions, or by two or three juſtices out of ſeſſions. —Yet by the 
words of the commiſſion, as alſo by the common opinion of the 
learned, one juſtice alone, out of ſeſſions, may grant this ſurery 
of the good behaviour. —But this is not uſual, unleſs it bet 
prevent ſome great and ſudden danger, eſpecially againſt a man 
that is of any good eſtate, carriage, or report. — And it ſhall by 
good diſcretion in the juſtices, that they do not grant it, butei. 
ther upon ſufficient cauſe ſeen to themſelves, or upon the ſuit or 
2 of others, and the ſame very honeſt and credible per. 

ons. 

A man may be bound to his good behaviour for many cauſe 
of ſcandal, which give him a bad fame, as being contrary u 
good manners only; as for conſorting with women of bad fame; 
or for ſpeaking words of contempt of an inferior magiſtrate, « 
a juſtice of the peace, or mayor, though he be not then in the 
actual execution of his office ;- or of an inferior officer of jultic, 
as a conſtable, and ſuch like, being in the actual execution d 
his office.

And every ſuch juſtice and baron is hereby required, with 
all convenient ſpeed, to return an anſwer to ſuch caſe ſo tranſ- 
mitted, with his opinion thereupon ſubſcribed thereto, accord. 
ing to which opinion ſo certified, the aſſeſſment, which ſhall 
have been the cauſe of the appeal, ſhall be altered or con- 
frmed; and in Scotland, ſuch caſe ſhall be tranſmitted to the 
court of ſeſſion. 

But the determination of the ſaid commiſſioners ſhall ſtand 
with reſpect to the payments which ſhall become due, prece- 
dent to the opinion certified by any ſuch juſtice, judge, or 
baron, upon ſuch caſe. 

Every penalty, under this act, of a greater ſum than twenty 
pounds, ſhall be recovered in any of his Majeſty's courts of re- 
cord at Weſtminſter; or in the court of ſeſſion, &c. in Scot- 
land, if the matter ſhall ariſe in that part of the united king- 
doms; and one moiety ſhall belong to his Majeſty, and the 
2 to the perſon or perſons who ſhall inform and ſue for the 
ame, 

The aſſeſſments which are to be made under the authority 
of this act, ſhall be made for all horſes whatſoever belonging 
to any perſon within the kingdom of Great Britain, which 
ſhall, on any occaſion, be uſed for the purpoſe of riding, or 
" drawing any carriage now or hereaſter ſubjeC to any exciſe 

uty. 

Provided that on proof, on oath, made to the ſatisfa ion of 
the ſaid commiſſioners, chat ſuch horſe, for which any perſon 
occupying a farm, not worth more than 150l. a year to be let. 
ſhall have been ſo aſſeſſed, has been only uſed for the purpoſe 
of riding to and from market, or church, or other place of 
public worſhip, and to no other place, or for no other purpoic 
of riding, it ſhall and may be lawful for the ſaid commiſhoners, 
and they are hereby required to make an abatement of the 
whole duty from the charge againſt the perſon to whom ſuc! 
horſe ſhall belong. 

In all caſes where the pecuniary penalty by this act impoſed 
coth not exceed the ſum of twenty pounds, it ſhall be recover- 
able before two or more jullices, on proof of the offence, ci- 

ther 
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ther by confeſſion, or by the oath of one or more credible wit. 
neſs or witneſſes; one moiety of ſuch laſt mentioned penalty 
ſhall be paid to his Majeſty, and the other moiety to the in. 
former or informers proſecuting for the ſame; in caſe of non. 
payment, it ſhall be levied by diſtreſs and ſale of the offender' 

oods and chattels, by warrant under the hands and ſeals of 
{uch juſtices; and the overplus, after deducting the penalty 
and the expences of the diſtreſs and ſale, ſhall be rendered t 
the owner; for want of ſufficient diſtreſs, the offender ſhall be 


ſent by ſuch juſtices to the priſon of the county, town, cr. 


place, for not more than ſix months, nor leſs than one, 33 
tuch juſtices ſhall think proper. 

All conſtables and headboroughs, and other officers, are 
hereby required to be aiding — aſſiſting in the execution of 
this act, 

All actions for any offence againſt this act, ſhall be brought 
within one year after the offence committed; and being 
brought after the time ſo limited, ſhall be void. 


Tranſportation. 


Puniſhment in lieu of tranſportation. 


ENITENTIARY houſes, for confining and employing 
hard labour, in one of the ſaid houſes, ſuch male con- 
victs, and in the other ſuch female convicts, as ſhall be or. 
dered toimpriſonment and hard labour, were, in purſuance of 
this act, to be erected: but the act expiring in June 1784, it 
was not judged neceſſary to trouble the reader with it. 


Treaſon. 


HO? treaſon and miſpriſion of treaſon are not within the 
letter of the commiſſion of the peace, yet inaſmuch 28 

they are againf the peace of the king and of the realm, any 
juſtice of the peace may, either upon his own knowledge, or 
the complaint of others, cauſe any perſon to be apprehended 
for any ſuch offence.— And ſuch juſtice may take the exami- 
nation of the perſon ſo apprehended, and the information of all 
thoſe who can give any material evidence againſt him, and put 
the ſame in writing; and alſo bind over ſuch as are able to 
give any ſuch evidence to the king's bench, or gaol delivery, 
and certify his proceedings to ſuch court, 1

Treaſon. 


And having committed the offender (ſor he is by no means 
hailable by juſtices of the peace, 3 Ed. 1. c. 15. 2 Haw. 99.) 
ic may be adviſeable for him to ſend. an account immediately, 
of all the particulars, to a ſecretary of fate. 

The nature of treaſon which had not been exaQly defined 
before, was aſcertained by the 25 Ed. 3.—Whach act was re- 
iaſorced by the 1 Mar.—So that no offence is now to be 
eleemed high treaſon, unleſs declared to be ſuch by the ſaid 
tarute 25 Ed. 3. or by the 1 Mar. or by ſome ſubſequent ſta- 
tute, ; 


Treaſurer. 


HE treaſurers ſhall be perſons reſident in the county or 

diviſion, and ſhall be appointed by the juſtices at their 
general or quarter-ſeſlions; firſt giving ſufficient ſecurity to be 
accountable for the money which ſhall be paid to them in pur- 
ſance of this act (for levying of county-rates) and to pay 
ſuch ſums as ſhall be ordered by the juſtices in ſeſſions, and for 
the due and faithful execution of the truſts repoſed in them.

F any perſon ſhall ſteal and carry away, or maliciouſly pull 

up or deſtroy, any turnips, potatoes, cabbages, parſnips, 
peaſe, or carrots, growing or being in any garden, lands, or 
grounds, open or encloſed, he ſhall, on conviction before one 
juſtice, by confeſſion or oath of one witneſs, forfeit ſuch ſum, 
not exceeding 10s. over and above the value of the goods 
ſtolen, as to ſuch juſtice ſhall ſeem meet; firſt making the 
cwner ſatisfaction for the damage: the ſum forfeited to be 
caributed between the owner of the goods ſtolen and the over- 
leers of the poor where the offence is committed, or the whole 
to begiven either to the ouner of the goods, or to the over- 
leers of the poor, as the juſtice ſhall think fit, —And in default 
of payment, the juſtice ſhall commit him to the houſe of ccr- 
rection, there to be kept to hard labour, not exceeding one 
month, unleſs the penalty ſhall be ſooner paid.

1. Idle and diſorderly perſons. 


DLE and diſorderly perſons ſhall be ſent to the houſe of 
correction; by the 17 C. 2. c. 5. they are thus deſcribed; 

I. All perſons who threaten to run away, and leave their wire; 
and children to the pariſn.— 2. All perſons who ſhall unlay. 
fully return to the pariſh or place from whence they have been 
legally removed, without bringing a certificate.—3. All per. 
ſons who not having wherewith to maintain themſelves, live 
idle without employment, and refuſe to work for the uſual and 
common wages given to other labourers in the like werk, in 
the pariſhes or places where they are.—4. All perſons going 
about from door to door, or placing themſelves in ſtreets, 
highways, or paſſages, to beg or gather alms in the. pariſhe; 
or places where they dwell. It ſhall be lawful for one juſtice 
to commit ſuch offenders (on the oath of one witneſs) to the 
houſe of correction, to be kept to hard labour not exceeding 
one month. The juſtice, by warrant under his hand and ie], 
may order any overſeer where ſuch offender ſhall be appre- 
hended, to pay 5s. to any perſon in ſuch pariſh or place ſo ap. 
13 him, for every offender ſo apprehended; to be al- 
owed in his accounts, on producing the juſtice's order, and 
the perſon's receipt to whom it was paid; and if the overſeer 
ſhall negle& or refuſe to pay the ſame, the ſaid juſtice on oath 
thereof, may by his warrant order the ſame to be levied by 
diſtreſs and ſale of his goods, (returning the overplus if any 
to the ſaid overſeer) and in ſuch caſe he ſhall not be allowed 


the fame in his accounts.

Or uſing any ſubtle craft to deceive and impoſe on any of 
his Majeſty's ſubjects. 

Or playing or betting at any unlawful games or plays. 

All perſons who run away, and leave their wives or chil. 
dren, whereby they become chargeable to any pariſh or place. 

All petty chapmen, and pedlars, wandering abroad, not 
being duly licenſed, or otherwiſe authorized by law, 

All perſons wandering abroad, and lodging in alehouſes, 
barns, outhouſes, or in the open air, not giving a good ac- 
count of themſelves, 

All perſons wandering abroad and begging, pretending to 
be ſoldiers, mariners, or ſeafaring men.—But not ſoldiers 
wanting ſubſiſtence, having lawful certificates from their of- 
keers, or the ſecretary at war; or mariners or ſeafaring men 
licenced by ſome teſtimonial or writing under the hand and 
ſeal of ſome juſtice of the peace, ſetting down the time and 
place of their landing or diſcharge, and the place to which 
they are to paſs, and the names of the chief towns or places 
_ which they are to paſs, and limiting the time of their 
paſſage. 

ail perſons wandering abroad, pretending to go to work in 
harveſt, without a proper certificate, from their pariſh, 

All other perſons wandering abroad and begging; and all 
perſons having any implement for houſe-breaking, or any of- 
fenſive weapon with felonious intent—ſhall be deemed rogues 
and vagabonds within the meaning of the ſtatute 17 G. 2.

Vagrants, 


All perſons apprehended as rogues and vagabonds, and hayiq 
eſcaped from the perſons apprehending them, or refuſing to * 
before a juſtice, or to be examined on oath before ſuch juſtice, 
or refuſing to be conveyed by ſuch paſs as is herein after di. 
rected, or knowingly giving a falſe account of themſelves on 
ſuch examination, after warning given them of their punick. 
ment, 

All rogues or vagabonds who ſhall break or eſcape out of any 


houſe of correction, before the expiration of the term for which 


they were committed or ordered to be confined by this ad. 


All perions who after having been puniſhed as rogues and 
vagabonds, and diſcharged, ſhall again commit any of the 
ſaid offences, 

If any perſon. ſhall be found offending againſt this act, the 
conſtable thall apprehend him, and convey or cauſe him to be 
conveyed to a juſtice of the peace. And any other perſon may 
apprehend him, and carry him to the conſtable, or to a jul. 
tice, | 

If any perſon, not being a conſtable, ſhall apprehend any 
ſuch rogue or vagabond, and ſhall deliver him to a conſtable, 
or convey him to a juſtice; or if any conſtable ſhall ſo appre. 
hend and convey him, it ſhall be lawful for ſuch jultice to re. 
ward him, by making an order under his hand and ſeal, upon 
the high conſtable, to pay 10s. to the perfon ſo appreheading 
him, within one week after demand, and producing ſuch or. 
der, and on his giving a receipt for the ſame: which ſhall be 
allowed by the treaſurer to ſuch high conſtable, on paſſing hi; 
accounts, and delivering ſuch order and receipt, ana allo hi, 
own receipt for the ſame to ſuch treaſurer; the treaſurer allot 
be allowed the ſame in his accounts, on, producing the {ail 
vouchers; and in towns corporate, and other places, whete 
there are no high conſtables, ſuch petty conſtable ſhall pay or 
retain ſuch reward, and be allowed the ſame in his account, 
on producing the like vouchers. —And if any high conſtable, 
or where there is none, ſuch petty conſtabje, ſhall refuſe or 
neglect to pay ſuch reward on demand, ſuch juſtice by his 
warrant* may levy the ſum of 208. by diſtreſs and ſale. 

If the conſtable ſhall refuſe or negle& to uſe his beſt endes. 
vours to apprehend or convey to ſome juſtice ſuch offencer; 
or if any other perſon, being charged by any juſtice ſo to de, 
ſhall refue or neglect to uſe his beit endeavours to apprehend 
and deliver to the conſtable, or to carry ſuch offender before 
ſome juice, where no conſtable can be found; he thall, being 
convicted thorgof oa view, or oath of pne witneſs, before one 
Juſtice, forſeit 10s. to the poor, by diſtreſs. 

The juftices, or two of them, ſhall four times a year at 
leaſt, or oftener (if need be) meet in their reſpeRive divikons,

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and by their warrant command the conſtables of every hun- 
dred, pariſh, town, and hamlet, who ſhall be aſſiſted with 
ſuficient men, to make a general privy ſearch in one night, 
tor the apprehending of rogues and vagabonds; and every juſ- 
tice ſhall alſo on receiving information, that rogues and vaga- 
bonds are in any place within his juriſdiction, iſſue his war- 
rant to the conſtable to ſearch for and apprehend ſuch rogues 
and vagabonds, and ſuch as they ſhall find upon ſuch ſearch, 
they ſhall cauſe to be brought before a juſtice. 

Two juſtices, in caſe any perſon apprehended upon a ge- 
neral privy ſearch, or by a ſpecial warrant, ſhall be charged 
before them with being a rogue and vagabond, or an idle or 
diſorderly perſon, or with ſuſpicion of felony (although no di- 
rect proof be then made thereof) may examine ſuch perſon on 
oath, as to his ſettlement and means of livelihood; and the 
ſubſtance of ſuch examination ſhall be put in writing, and 
figned by ſuch perſon, and by the juſtices, and be tranſmitted 
to the next ſeſſions to be filed; and if ſuch perſon ſhall not 
ew that he has a lawful way of getting his livelihood, or 
hall not procure ſome reſponſible houſekeeper to his character, 
and give ſecurity (if required) for his future appearance at 
ſome other day to be fixed for that purpoie, the juſtices may 
commit him to ſome priſon or houſe of correction, for any 
time not exceeding fix days; and in the mean time order the 
orerſeers of the poor to advertize in ſome public paper a de- 
ſcription of his perſon, and any thing that ſhall be found on 
him, or in his cuſtody, and which he ſhall be ſuſpected not to 
have come honeltly by, and the place of his commitment, and 
the time and place appointed for his re-examination; aad if 
no accuſation ſhall be then laid againſt him, he ſhall be diſ- 
charged, or otherwiſe dealt with according to law. 

Where any rogues or vagabonds, apprehended by any con- 
ſtable, or ſuch other perſon as aforeſaid, ſhall be brought be- 
fore a juſtice, he ſhall inform himſelf by the examination 
upon oath of the perſon apprehended, or of any other perſon, 
of the condition and circumſtances of the perſon ſo appre- 
hended, and of the pariſh or place where he was laſt legally 
ſettled: the ſubſtance of which ſhall be put into writing, and 
be ſigned by the perſon or perſons ſo examined; and the jul. 
tice ſhall likewiſe fign the ſame, and tranſmit it to the next 
ſeſſons, there to be filed and kept on record. 

And ſuch juſtice ſhall order ſuch perſon ſo apprehended, to 
be publickly whipt by the conſtable, petty conſtable, or ſome 
other perſon, to be appointed by ſuch conſtable, or petty con- 
table, of the pariſh or place, where ſuch perſon was appre- 
hended; or ſhall order him to be ſent to the houſe of correction 
till the next ſeſſions, or for any leſs time, as ſuch juſtice ſhall 
think proper. 
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The juſtices in ſeſſions may tranſport ſuch rogues, vaga. 
bonds, and ſturdy beggars, as ſhall be duly convicted, and 
adjudged to be incorrigible. 

If the child of any vagrant, above the age of ſeven year, 
ſhall be committed to the houſe of correction, the juſtices in 
ſeſſions, if they ſee convenient, at any time before ſuch child 
be diſcharged, may order ſuch child to be placed out as a 
ſervant or apprentice to any perſon within their juriſdiction, 
who is willing to take ſuch child, till ſuch child ſhall be of 
the age of 21 years, or for a leſs time: and if any offender, 
who was found wandering with ſuch child, ſhall be again 
found with the ſame child which was ſo placed out, he ſhall be 
deemed an incorrigible rogue. 

Where any vagrants have been committed. to the houſe of 
correction till the next ſeſſions, if on examination of ſuch per. 
ſons no place can be found, to which they may be conven by 
a paſs, the ſeſſions ſhall order them to be detained and em. 
ployed in the houſe of correction, until they can provide for 
themſelves, or until the juſtices in ſeſſions can place them in 
ſome lawful calling, as ſervants, apprentices, ſoldiers, mari- 
ners, or otherwiſe. 

After whipping or confinement, the juſtice may, if he 
thinks convenient, by a paſs, under hand and ſeal, cauſe the 
vagrant to be conveyed to the place of his laſt legal ſettlement; 
but if it cannot be found, then to the place of his birth; or if 
he be under the age of 14 years, and have any father or mo- 
ther living, then to the place of the abode of ſuch father or 
mother, there to be delivered to ſome churchwarden - or over- 
ſeer. 

And the juſtice ſhall make a duplicate of the paſs and exa. 
mination, and ſign the ſame: and ſhall afterwards tranſmit the 
duplicate of the paſs, annexed to the examination, to the next 
ſeſſions, there to be filed and kept on record; and ſhall annex 
the duplicate of the examination to the paſs, and ſend it with 
the ſame; and the ſaid paſs, examination, and duplicate 
thereof, ſhall and may be read in any court of record as exi- 
dence, ; 

And the juſtice, who ſhall make the paſs, ſhall with the 
paſs cauſe likewiſe to be delivered to the conſtable a note or 
certificate aſcertaining how they are to be conveyed, by horle, 
cart, or on foot, and what allowance ſuch conſtable is to have 
for conveying them. 

And the conſtable, who ſhall receive ſuch paſs and certif- 
cate, ſhall convey the perſon according to the direction of the 
paſs, the next direct way to the place where he is ordered to 
be ſent, if it be in the ſame county, riding, diviſion, corpo- 
ration, or franchiſe; if not, he ſhall deliver the ſaid perſon to 


the conſtable of the firſt town, pariſh, or place, in the next 
county, 
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county, riding, diviſion, corporation, or franchiſe; in the 
dirett way to the place whither he is to be conveyed, together 
with the paſs and duplicate of the examination, taking his re- 
ceipt for the ſame. And ſuch conſtable ſhall without delay ap- 
ply to ſome juſtice in the ſame county or diviſion, who ſhall 
make the like certificate, and deliver it to ſuch conſtable, who 
ſhall with all ſpeed convey ſuch perſon unto the firſt pariſh, 
town, or place to which he is to be conveyed. —And fo from 
one county or diviſion to another, till they come to the place 
to which ſuch perſon is ſent. And the conftable, who ſhall de- 
liver ſuch perſon to the churchwarden, or other perſon or- 
dered to receive him, by ſuch paſs, ſhall at the ſame time de- 
liver the ſaid paſs, with the duplicate of the examination, 
taking their receipt for the ſame, 

The juſtices in ſeſſions ſhall limit what rates and allowances, 17G. 2. c. 5 
by the mile, or otherwiſe, ſhall be made, for conveying or 
maintaining rogues, vagabonds, or incorrigible rogues; and 
make ſuch other orders for the more regular proceeding therein, 
as they ſhall think proper. 

And if any petty conſtable ſhall bring to any high conſtable 74. 
ſuch certificate as aforeſaid, together with a receipt or note 
from the conſtable to whom the perſon was delivered, the ſaid 
bigh conſtable ſhall pay the rates aſcertained by ſuch certificate, 
taking the petty conſtable's receipt.—And if the high conſta- 
ble ſhall refuſe or negle& to pay the ſame on demand, it ſhall 
be lawful for one juſtice, by his warrant, to levy double the 
ſum by diſtreſs.

If any perſon ſhall knowingly permit any rogue, vagabond, 
or incorrigible rogue, to lodge or take ſhelter in his houſe, 
barn, or other outhouſe or building, and ſhall not apprehend 
and carry him before a juſtice, or give notice to the conllable 
ſo to do; and ſhall be convicted thereof by confeſſion, or oth 
of one witneſs, before one juſtice, he ſhall forfeit not ex.

half to the poor, by diſtreſs and ſale; and if any charge ſtall 
be brought on any pariſh or place, by means of ſuch offence, 
the ſame ſhall be anſwered to the ſaid pariſh or place by ſuch 
offender, and be levied by diſtreſs and ſale of his goods 2.

to pay them ſuch a ſum, as ſhall be adjudged a reafonable fi- 
tis faction for the charges ſuch place has been put to on ſuci 
woman's account. And if ſuch woman ſhall be detained and 
conveyed to a juſtice as aforeſaid, the child of which ſhe is ce. 
livered, if a baſtard, ſhall not be ſett'ed in the place where (0 
born, nor be ſent thither for want of other ſettlement, by? 


pals, 
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paſs, by virtue of this act; but the ſettlement of ſuch woman 
all be deemed the ſettlement of ſuch child. 

And that it may appear, that the overſeers have done what e, Art. 
was incumbent upon them, in order to avoid ſuch ſettlement, grant. 
it is requiſite for the juſtice (as he ought to do in all other 
caſes wherein he ateth as judge) to make a record of the 
whole proceedings before him; which record (as it ſeemeth) 
will be the proper evidence in ſuch caſe, if the ſettlement ſhall 
afterwards be conteſted. 

If any conſtable, or other officer, ſhall be deſective in his 17 C. 2. c. f. 
duty, in any caſe for which no puniſhment is herein before 
particularly provided; or if any perſon ſhall hinder the exe- 
cution of this act, and ſhall be thereof convicted, on oath of 
one witneſs, before one juſtice, he ſhall forfeit not exceeding 
I. nor under 10s. to the poor by diſtreſs; and, if ſufficient 
diſtreſs cannot be found, ſhall be committed to the houſe of 
corretion to be kept to hard labour, not exceeding two 
months. 

To defray the expences of apprehending, conveying, and 14. 
maintaining rogues, vagabonds, and incorrigible rogues, and 
defraying all other expences neceſſary for the execution of this 
act, not herein before provided for, the juſtices in ſeſſions may 
cauſe ſuch ſums as ſhall be neceſſary, to be raiſed in the ſame 
manner as the general county rate, . 

Any perſon aggrieved by the act of any juſtice out of ſeſſions, 7. 
in or concerning the execution of this act, may appeal to the 
next general or quarter ſeſſions of the county, riding, liberty, 
or diviſion, giving reaſonable notice thereof; whoſe order 
thereupon ſhall be final, 

This act, after a recital of 6 C. 1, c. 19, empowers juſtices 27 C. 4. c. 11, 
tocommit thoſe vagrants, and other perſons charged with ſmall 
offences, either to the common gaol, or to any houſe of cor. 
retion, within their reſpective juriſdictions, as to ſuch juſtices 
ſhall ſeem moſt proper, whom by any law now in force, or here- 
after to be made, they are, or ſhall be authorized to commit to 
the common gaol, 


[ a juſtice ſee a felony or other breach of the peace com- 2 H. EH. 86. 
mitted in his preſence, he may in his own perſon appre- 
dend the felon; and ſo he may by word command any perſon 
to apprehend him, and ſuch command is a good warrant with- 
out writing: but if the ſame be done in his abſence, then he 
muſt iſſue his warrant in writing. 
There ſeems to be no doubt, but that a warrant may be law- 2 How, ; 
tally granted by any juſtice, for treaſon, felony, or præmu- 
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Warrant. 


nire, or any other offence againſt the peace: Alſo it ſeems 
clear, that wherever a ſtatute gives to any one juſtice a jurij. 
diction over any offence, or a power to require any perſon to 
do a certain thing ordained by ſuch ſtatute, it by implication 
gives a power to every ſuch juſtice to make out a warrant to 
bring . him any perſon accuſed of ſuch offence, or com. 
ney wp to do the thing ordained by ſuch ſtatute; for it cannot 
ut be intended, that a ftatute giving a perſon. juriſdiction 
over an offence, doth mean alſo to give him the power inci. 
dent to all courts of compelling the party to come before him. 

But in cefes where the king. is no party, or where no cor. 

poral puniſhment is appointed, as in caſes fos ſervants? wages, 
and the like, it ſeemeth that a ſummons is the more proper 
proceſs; and for default of appearance the juſtice may pro- 
ceed ; and ſo indeed oftentimes it is directed by ſpecial ſta. 
rtutes. 
It is convenient, though not always neceſſary, that the 
party who demands the warrant be firſt examined on oath, 
touching the whole matrer whereupon the warrant js de. 
manded, and that examination put in writing. 

Or at leaſt it is ſafe to bind him over to give evidence; le 
afterwards when the offender ſhall be apprehended, or ſhall 
ſarrender himſelf, the party that procured the warrant be 

one. | 
, A juſtice hath power to iſſue a warrant to apprehend a per. 
ſon ſuſpected of felony.— For the juſtices are judges of the 
reaſonableneſs of the ſuſpicion, and when they have examined 
the party accuſing, touc ing the reaſons of his ſuſpicion, if 
they find the cauſes cf ſuſpicion to be reaſonable, it is now be- 
come the juſtices? ſuſpicion as well as his. 

Yet inſomuch as juſtices claim this power rather by conni- 
vance, than any expreſs warrant of law, and ſince the undue 
execution of it may prove ſo highly prejudicial to the reputa- 
tion as well as the liberty of the party, a juſlice cannot well be 
too tender in his proceedings of this kind, and ſeems to be 
puniſhable not only at the ſuit of the king, but alfo of the 
party grieved, if he grant any ſuch warrant, without ſuch pro- 
bable cauſe as might induce a candid and impartial man to (ul- 
pect the party to be guilty. X 

It is ſafe, but perhaps not neceſſary, in the body of the 
warrant to ſhew the place where it was made; yet it ſeems ge- 
ceſſary to ſet forth the county, in the margin at leaſt, if it be 
not ſet forth in the body. | 

It may he directed to the ſheriff, bailiff, conſtable, or to 
any indifferent perſon by name who is no officer; for the jul- 
tice may authorize any one to be his officer, whom he pleaſe 
to make ſuch; yet it is moſt adviſeable to direct it to the con- 


ftable of the precin& wherein it is to be exerutce, for * no 
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Warrant. 


other conſtable, and a fortior? no private perſon is compellable 
to ſerve it. 

In the caſe of an act of parliament, if the act direReth that 
2 juſtice ſhall grant a warrant, and doth not ſay to whom it 
ſhall be directed, by conſequence of law it muſt be directed to 
the conſtable, and it cannot be directed to the ſheriff, unleis 
ſuch power is given in the act. 

The warrant, eſpecially if it be for the peace or good be- 
haviour, or the like, where ſureties are to be found or re- 
quired, ought to contain the ſpecial cauſe and matter where. 
vpon it 15 granted, to the intent the party upon whom itis to 
be ſerved may provide his ſureties, and'take them with him to 
the juſtice to be bound for him; but if the warrant be for trea- 
ſon, murder, or felony, or other capital offence, the warrant 
of the juſtice may be to bring the party before him, to make 
anſwer to ſuch things or matters generally, as ſhall be objected 
apainſt him on the _ behalf. ; 

The warrant may iſſue to bring the party before the juſtice 
who granted the warrant ſpecially, and then the officer is 
bound to bring him before ze /ame juſtice; but if the warrant 
be to bring him before any juſtice, then it is in the election of 
the officer to bring him before what juſtice of the county he 
(the officer) thinks fit, and not in the election of the priſoner. 

Finally, it ought to be under the hand and ſeal of the juſ- 
tice who makes it out. 

If any perſon, againſt whom a warrant ſhall be iſſued, ſhall 
eſcape out of the juriſdiction of the juſtice granting the war- 
rant; any juſtice for the county or place, where ſuch perſon 
ſhall ſo eſcape or be, upon proof on oath of the handwriting 
of the juſtice granting ſuch warrant, ſhall indorſe his name 
thereon ; which ſhall be a ſufficient authority to the perſon 
bringing ſuch warrant, and to all other perſons to whom the 
ſame was originally directed, to execute the ſame in ſuch other 
county or place; and to carry the offender before the juſtice 
who indorſed the warrant, or ſome other juſtice or juſtices of 
that county, if the offence be bailable, and the offender be 
ready to give bail for his appearance at the next aſſizes or ſeſũi- 
ons for the county or place where the offence was committed 
and ſuch juſtice or juſtices ſhall rake bail accordingly, and ſhall 
deliver the recognizance together with the examination or 
confeſſion of the offender, and all other proceedings relating 
thereto, to the conſtable or other perſon, who ſhall (on pain 

of 10l. to him who ſhall ſue) deliver over the ſame to the clerk 
of afſize, or clerk of the peace, where the offender is required 
to appear. And if the offence is not bailable, or he ſhall not 
ve bail to the ſatisfaction of the juſtice before whom he is 
rought, the conſtable or other perſon ſhall carry the offender 
before a juſtice of the proper county or place where the offence 
vas committ2d, there to be dealt with according to law.

ATCHING 1s properly intended of the night, and 
warding for the day time: and both ought to be by 
men able of body, and ſufficiently weaponed. 

If a watchman take any for ſuſpicion of felony, he may de. 
liver ſuch perſons to the conſtable, or may convey them to a 
juſtice, to be examined, and to be bound over or committed 
until they be acquitted in due manner, 

If a watchman be killed in endeavouring to apprehend 4 
burglar, his executors ſhall be entitled to 4ol. reward, 


Weights and Meaſures, 


STANDARD of weights and meaſures is to be kept 

in market towns, at which balance all the inhabitants 
may freely weigh without paying any thing; and juſtices of 
the peace, mayors, bailiffs, and ſtewards of franchiſes maj 
enquire of offenders againſt this ordinance, and do execution 
of them that be found faulty. 

The mayors, and other head officers in market towns, ſhall 
twice a year or oftner cauſe all weights and meaſures with! 
the ſame, to be brought before them, and examined; and such 
as they find defective, to be broken and burnt; and the of- 


fender ſhall forfeit to the mayor or other officer, for the fir! 
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Weights and Meaſures. 


time, 6s. 8d. for the ſecond time, 13s. 4d. and for the third 
time 208. and be ſet on the pillory. 


And whoſoever ſhall ſel] by any other weight, meaſure, or 16 C. c. 19. 


yard, not according to the ſtandard, or keep any ſuch whereby 


any thing is bought or fold, ſhall forfeit 5s. on conviction be- 
fore one juſtice, or mayor, on oath of one witneſs; to be le. 
vied by the churchwardens and overſeers, or ſome of them, to 
the uſe of the poor, by diſtreſs.—In default of diſtreſs, im- 
riſonment till paid. 

But after all, Dr. Burn obſerves, notwithſtanding the pu- 
niſhments aforeſaid, appointed by ſtatute, for ſelling by falſe 
weights and meaſures; yet the ſame is alſo an offence at the 
common law, and conſequently may be puniſhed by indict- 
ment, fine, and impriſonment.

HOUGH in the execution of this act, a juſtice of the 

peace as ſuch is not concerned, yet it may not be amiſs 

to point out a few particulars which may often come under his 
copnizance as a commiſſioner appointed to act under it. 

By this a& from Sept. 15, 1784, all duties on tea ſhall 
ceaſe; but a duty of 121.

witneſs before one juſtice, ſhall, for the firſt offence, forfeit not 
exceeding 40s. with the charges of conviction, and if not paid 
immediately, ſhall be committed to the houſe of correction for 
one month, to be kept to hard labour, and once whipped 
there: for the ſecond offence, he ſhall forfeit not exceeding 
gl. together with the charges as aforeſaid ; if not paid immedi- 
ately, then to be committed to the houſe of correction for three 
months, to be kept to hard labour, and whipped there once

Every perſon who ſhall go into the woods of any of his ma- 
jeſty's ſubjects, not being the lawful owner thereof, and ſhall 
there cut, ſpoil, or otherwiſe deftroy, any kind of wood, or 
carry or convey the ſame away; or ſhall, by night or day, cut 
down, deftroy, take, carry, or convey away, any hollies, 
thorns, or quickſets, growing in any of his majeſty*s foreſts or 
chaſes, or within the woods or wood grounds of any of his ma- 
jelty's ſubjects, or ſhall have in his cultody any kind of wood, 
or young trees, or any ſuch hollies, thorns, or quickſets, as 
aloreſaid, and ſhall not give a ſatisfactory account how he 
came by the ſame, before one or more juſtices of the peace, 
he ſhall for the two firſt offences be puniſhed, as in the laſt 
eaſe: and being duly convicted of a third offence, he ſhall be 
deemed an incorrigible rogue, and puniſhed as ſuch. 

And his majeſty's juſtices of the peace of the reſpective places 
where any of the ſaid offences ſhall be committed, ſhall put 
this act in execution.

Where the inhabitants of any pariſh or townſhip ſhall be wil. 
ling to acquire a right of incloſure of waſtes for the employ-

And if any perſon ſhall obtain a royal licence to tranſport 
wood, and ſhall carry more than is contained in his licence; he 
ſhall forfeit treble value, and be impriſoned for a year.

Wool Combing in Suffolk. 


Y this act, which is almoſt a literal copy of an act of 17 

G. 3. c. 11. for Yorkſhire, Lancaſhire, and Cheſhire, 
the manufacturers of combing wool, &c. in the county of Sut- 
fulk are required to hold a general meeting on the ſecond Tueſ- 
day in Auguſt after paſſing this act, at Stow-Market in the ſaid 
county, notice being given in the papers, and there having 
choſen a chairman, ſhall appoint a committee of 15 perſons ; 
who are hereby authorized to nominate and recommend two or 
more proper perſons to be licenſed by the juſtices for the county 
of Suffolk at their quarter- ſeſſions, to be inſpectors of worked 
yarn within the ſaid county.—And the juſtices are hereby em- 
powered to licenſe and appoint ſuch perſons of good character in 
tne ſaid county, as ſhall be recommended by the ſaid committee, 
or any five of them. 

The inſpectors may be ſtationed, with proper ſalaries, where 
e committee, or any five of them, ſhall think proper, and 
may be diſplaced, or diſmiſſed, as the ſaid committee ſhail think 
proper, 

The inſpectors are to uſe diligence to bring offenders to pu- 
nhment, by lodging informations againſt ſuch offenders, be- 
fore the proper juitice or juſtices of the peace, and proſecuting 
tnem to conviction. To this end, they may demand entrance 
into the houſe or ſhop of any perſon emplozed to put out wool to 
de ſpun within the ſaid county of Suffolk; and any perſon re- 
wing ſuch admittance, ſhall forfeit not more than 101, nor leſs 
man 5. as ſuch juſlice or juſtices thail think proper, 

if any perſon employed in combing wool, or in ſpinning, 
reeling, winding, or weaving worſted yarn in the county of 
*aolk, ſhall be convicted before any one or more juſtice of jul.

tices for the ſaid county, upon the oath of the owner of the yarn 
or wool, or of the inſpector or inſpectors, or any one credible 
witneſs, of falſe reeling the ſaid worſted yarn, &c. ſuch offender 
ſhall be ſubject to the penalties of former acts, ſo far as they are 
unrepealed, and the penalties ſhall be diſtributed by the conſta. 
ble in the preſence and under the direction of the ſaid inſpector, 
amongſt the poor of the pariſh where ſuch offence was com- 
mitted. 

Any agent refuſing to diſcover perſons guilty of reeling falſe 
yarn, being lawfully convicted of ſuch refuſal before any juſtice 
or juſtices of the peace, ſhall forfeit 5s. for every pound fo falſe!y 
reeled, that ſhall be found in his, her, or their cuſtody, Ihe 
goods of the huſband (his wife ſo offending) hall be liable to 
diſtreſs and ſale. 

Upon the death or removal of inſpeQors, the juſtices in their 
ſeſſions for Suffolk may appoint others, with equal powers, 

If any inſpector ſhall ſcreen an offender from juſtice, it may 
be lawful for a juſtice or juſtices to commit ſuch inſpector to the 
houſe of correction, or other public priſon, for the ſpace of on: 
month.

And the executors or adminiſtrators of ſuch perſon killed, 
ſhall have from them 1001. over and above what is paid by the 


hundred. 


For th: better diſcovery of the deceitful working of woollen 
cloth, two juſtices, cn information of any one of his knowledge 
or ſuſpicion of ſuch offence, may grant their warrant tv call be- 
fore them any perſon that ſhall be thought fit to diicover any ſuch 
offence, and examine that perſon on oath; and if it be found. 
by two witneſſes, or confeſſion, they ſhall certify the ſame under

If the company of dyers, and the ſeveral perſons authorized to 
act in the appointment of ſearchers, or any three or more of ſuch 
perſons, ſhall refuſe or negle& to appoint and continue a pry. 
per number of perſons to be ſearchers, to examine all or any 
woollen cloths, &c, dyed black or blue, any two perſons uſing 
or exerciſing the trade of a dyer of woollen goods may apply ty 
the jullices, at any general quarter ſeſſions of the peace to be 
holden within the city of London, and within the diſtance of ten 
miles from the ſaid city, and make complaint of ſuch refuſal or 
neglect; and it ſhall be lawful for the juſtices at ſuch ſeſſions to 
make enquiry touching the matter of ſuch complaint; and if it 
ſhall appear to them that a proper number of ſearchers for the 
purpoſe aforeſaid ſhall not be appointed, the ſaid juſtices ſhall, 
and are hereby authorized and impowered to appoint ſuch per.

The cuſtomer of Southampton ſhall be diſplaced, and for- 
kit zool. if he permits a larger than the allowed quantity of 
yoo! to be laden; one moiety to the king, and the other to 
lin that will ſue for the ſame.

Worſted yarn, not exceeding 141b. prepared for knitting, 
may be carried to retail-ſhops, &c. provided ſuch parcel be 
marked according to the directions of the act or acts of Parlia.

No wool, wool-fels, mortlings, ſhortlings, wool-flocks, 
worſted bay, or woollen yarn ſhall be packed up in any other 
package than packs or truſſes of leather or canvaſs, common!y 
called pack cloths, or in linen or woollen ; to be marked on the 
outſide thereof with the word WOOL, in large characters, no:

And if any con- 
ſable or other officer of the peace, or if any officer of his ma- 
*ly's cuſtoms, exciſe, or ſalt duties, upon application made, 
wall neglect or refuſe to attend any perſon cr perſons who 
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ſhall make ſuch application, or ſhall neglect his duty in the 
premiſes, every ſuch conſtable, or other officer, ſhall forfsi: 
for every ſuch offence the ſum of twenty pounds, one moiety 
after deduQting the coſts to the perſon ſuing for the ſame, and 
the other to the uſe of the poor of the parilh where the offence 
ſhall have been committed, 

If any perſon, putting this act in execution, ſhall be hin. 
dered, or oppoſed, in ſeizing orattempting to ſeize any ſheey, 
wool, &c. the perſon who ſhall ſo hinder or oppoſe, being 
armed or diſguiſed, ſhall, by order of the court before wh 
ſuch offender ſhall be convicted, be tranſported beyond ths 
ſeas, not exceeding ſeven years. 

If any perſon ſhall offer a bribe, to any officer or other per. 
ſon to connive at the exportation or concealment of ſheey, 
wool, or other articles, every perſon ſo offending ſhall forfeit 
the ſum of three hundred pounds, to be applied to the uſe c 
the informer, by action of debt, bill, plaint, or information, 
in any of his majeſty's courts of record at Weſtminſter, wherein 
no eſſoin, protection, or wager of law, or more than one im. 
parlance, ſhall be allowed. 

Proſecutions may be commenced in any court of record et 
Weſtminſter, &c. or at the quarter ſeſſions of the peace, e 
before any two juſtices of the peace for any county, city, or 
place in this kingdom, in a ſummary way, at the election of 
the ſeizer or informer ; but no proſecution or information ſhall 
be had, or proceeded upon, before any two ſuch jultices of the 
peace in a ſummary way, where the penalty, or forfeiture ſhall 
exceed, the ſum of two hundred pounds. 

The juſtices at any general quarter ſeſſions of the peace, and 
alſo ſuch aforeſaid two juſtices, are impowered and requirtd to 
order all forfeited ſhips, veſſels, goods, carriages, and cattle, 
to be publickly ſold to the higheſt bidder, at ſuch time and 
place as they ſhall think proper. 

The penalties, except the penalties of the bonds, are tobe 
applied, half to the informer and half to the officer aſlilting n 
making the ſeizures, or to the officers only, if no informatie

Perſons exporting ſheep, &c. may be carried before anj

mined by a juſtice in a ſummary way. 'The perſon or perſons 
againſt whom any ſuch information ſhall be laid, to be ſum. 
moned at a certain time and place to be fixed by {ſuch jultice, 
who 1s hereby authoriſed, and required, upon the appearance 
or default of ſuch perſon or perſons, to examine into and gie 
judgement in the premiſes. 

Complaints for deceitful winding of wool are to be Cf.

Perſons complained of for felling wool deccitfully wound, 
may, if it was done without their privity, require the appear: 
ance of the party that ſo wound it, before a juſtice, who in 
determine the matter, &c. and if it ſhall appear to the {2 
Juſtice, that the wool complained of had been actually wound 
tallely by the perſon charged by the ſeller thereof, witiout 
the knowledge, or conſent of the ſeller; in every ſuch cat, 
the perſon who had actually wound or folded ſuch woo! (and 
not the {eller thereof) ſhall be ſubje& and liable to the pe 

nalties; but if it. ſhall appear otherwiſe to ſuch juſtice, or- 
it ſhall appear and be determined otherwiſe upon the hearing 
of the appeal, the ſeller of the wool ſhall be ſubject to ſuch pr.

Perſons aggrieved by the judgment of any ſuch juice © 
the peace, may appeal to the next general or quarter sche 
of the peace to be held for the diviſion, in or for which 1 
zuſtice ſhall have acted, ſuch perſon or perſons giving, vi 
five days then next after ſuch conviction, notice in sn 
to the reſpondent in fuch appeal, and entering into recon 
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ute before the ſaid juſtice or juſtices of the peace, to appear 
nd proſecute ſuch appeal at the ſaid 2 or quarter ſeſ- 
1008, and abide by the order of the ſaid court, and to pay 
{ch coſts and charges, as ſhall appear juſt and reaſonable to

No conviction ſhall be ſet aſide for want of form. Juſtices 
u the quarter ſeſſions may adminiſter to perſons properly qua- 
ed to be ſworn winders of wool, the following oath, which 
v to be entered in the records of the ſeſſions;

But perſons not ſo ſworn may be employed. No proſecution 
kill be commenced for offences prior to May 1, 1788, againſt 
the laws reſpecting the exportation of live ſheep, &c. but the 
renalties, forfeitures, ſhall be wholly pardoned and releaſed.— 
His Majeſty's fhare of fines now due, or which may become 
cue in proſecutions now pending, ſhall be remitted, and a re- 
jerfal of outlawry may be applied for. 

la actions brought by perſons claiming the benefit of this 
& againſt officers, &c. for any thing done in regard to mat- 
ers hereby diſcharged, they may plead the general iſſue. 

This act is not to extend to the diſcharge of any ſeizure of 
wool, &c. or any proſecution now depending, in reſpect 
to ſuch parts of fines as belong to the informer ; but ſuch 
luits may be proceeded on. 

In caſe any action, ſuit, or information ſhall be brought, 
on account of the ſeizure of any veſſel, carriage, horie, &c. 
or of any ſheep, wool, or woollen varn, fullers earth, &c. as 
legally carried or exported, or intended fo to be, or for any 
wing done by virtue of this act, ſuch actions ſhall be com- 
nenced within fix months after the fat committed, and not 
iterwards, and ſhall be laid in the proper county where the 
ac was done or committed.
